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Statehouse queers and 
allies bring home the bacon

D emocrats in the Califor¬ 
nia Legislature scored 
big wins last week for 
gay rights and in the 
fight against AIDS. As the first 
half of the first session in 16 
years under a Democratic 
governor came to a close last 
Friday, September 10, there 
was a flurry of last minute po¬ 
litical maneuvering as law- | 
makers sought to appease the 
centrist governor, weakening 
in the process several bills of 
long-standing concern to the 
lesbian and gay community. 

Still, there was cause for cautious cele¬ 
bration. 

“We have passed more progressive legis¬ 
lation protecting the rights and lives of gay 
and lesbian people than at any other time, 


anywhere in the world,” exclaimed Laurie 
McBride, liaison to the gay community for 
Assembly Speaker Antonio Villaraigosa (D- 
Los Angeles). “We would be lunatic not to 
stop and take a look at that and say: ‘wow!’” 


Still, despite all the apparent victories, 
McBride and others caution that the skit¬ 
tish governor has not yet signed the bills - 
and conservative groups are organizing 
now to try to persuade him to veto all gay- 


friendly and progressive 
AIDS legislation. “Once 
we’ve celebrated,” McBride 
told the Bay Area Reporter, 
“get your cards and letters in 
to the governor.” 

Governor Gray Davis 
must sign or veto all bills 
passed by the Legislature by 
October 10.

mora trial 
a battle of 
versions

T he murder trial of Edgard Mora 
continued this week in San Fran¬ 
cisco Superior Court before 
Judge Raymond Williamson, with 
both the prosecution and defense fo¬ 
cusing on the credibility of each 
other’s witnesses, most of whom told 
differing stories. 

Discrepancies abound in the trial 
of Mora, 26, who is charged with 
murder and a hate crime enhance¬ 
ment for punching gay city resident 
Brian Wilmes, 45, in front of the 
Loading Dock bar on Mission Street 
in March 1998. Wilmes hit his head 
when he fell from the force of the 
punch and died two days later. The 
prosecution, which had relied almost 
solely on Mora’s utterance of the 
word “faggot” during the assault, is 
now finding that even that detail is 
being disputed. Key witnesses for the 
prosecution failed to come across as 
certain or even truthful with their rec¬ 
ollections, especially Timothy Carroll, 
who was with Wilmes when he fell to 
the ground. 

Carroll took the stand last week 
with a boy-next-door smirk that was 
lost on the jury of nine men and three 
women when he attempted to talk his 
way through details he could not re¬ 
member precisely. The phrases “urn” 
and “I think” played center stage in 
many of his answers, an approach 
that may not bode well for proving

S an Francisco Police Department 
(SFPD) officials are praising the own¬ 
ers of two popular South of Market 
(SOMA) dance clubs for taking steps 
to curtail the use of the drug gamma hy¬ 
droxy butyrate acid (GHB), which has be¬ 
come a popular fad drug among many all- 
night party-goers. 

The Pleasuredome club, at 177 Townsend 


Street, has posted signs advising patrons that 
it will be closing earlier, at 3:30 a.m., with the 
exception of holidays, including “gay holi¬ 
days” such as its annual party for Folsom 
Street Fair day. The time change began last 
Sunday, September 12. 

“It’s very sad that we had to take this 
step,” said Audrey Joseph, Pleasuredome’s 
event manager. “We’ve found that the crowd 
that arrives at our club after 2 a.m. on Sun¬ 
days is markedly different than our regular 
crowd.” Joseph said that Pleasuredome’s 


management hopes that by closing two and 
a half hours earlier they will discourage peo¬ 
ple who go to clubs late to get high. 

“That’s one positive thing to come from 
this,” said Lieutenant Kitt Crenshaw, with the 
SFPD’s narcotics unit. Crenshaw added that 
the all-night dance clubs have become a 
magnet for GHB use. 

At 4 a.m. on Monday, August 30, ambu¬ 
lances and police were called to the Plea¬ 
suredome after two men had overdosed on 
GHB. Two days earlier, in a separate incident 
at 5:30 a.m., two other men were rushed by 
ambulance from the Endup after overdosing 
on GHB.

Lavay Smith & Red Hot Skillet tickers 
take the stage for ACRC benefit Saturday

R eady to fill all ears with 
blues and adaptable old 
pops from generous, glow¬ 
ing lips, Lavay Smith and her co¬ 
leader and arranger Chris Siebert 
spoke with the Bay Area Reporter 
recently at the Top of the Mark, 
where the band was playing a gig 
as part of the hotel’s instruction in 
swing dancing. Smith and her 
band will be featured at a benefit 
swing dance and cocktail party for 
the AIDS Community Research 
Consortium (ACRC) this Satur¬ 
day, September 18, at Hiller Avia¬ 
tion Museum in San Carlos. 

Asked about the band’s name 
of Red Hot Skillet Lickers, Smith 
explained that her blues style was 
part of it, but also her feminist in¬ 
clinations were the other impor¬ 
tant reason. And, there was some¬ 
thing else. “The ladies like the 
name,” she said. 

At the Top of the Mark, a team 
from the Bravo channel was 


videotaping Smith and the band. 
The segment, part of Bravo’s re¬ 
view of bands and musicians, will 
be broadcast soon, according to 
Smith. 

The band has nine members: 
four horns, four rhythm, and 
Smith on vocals. Because the 
band’s moniker suggests comedy, 
Smith was asked if that is an ele¬ 
ment of the performances. “Yes, 
definitely,” arranger Siebert 
replied. “It also gives Lavay a 
chance to include her feminist 
sympathies.” 

In addition to a style reminis¬ 
cent of Dinah Washington, both 
Smith and Siebert emphasized 
that the band plays a Kansas City 
style in the manner of Count 
Basie. “We get a big sound,” said 
Smith. 

Together and performing for 
10 years, Smith recalled that jazz 
and blues festivals were high 
points, San Francisco’s among 
them. Siebert recalled one in 
Montreal as evidence of the inter¬ 
national audience they are devel¬ 


oping. 

Smith and Siebert now handle 
their own recording career “be¬ 
cause it gives us greater power in 
repertoire and other creative fac¬ 
tors,” according to Siebert. The 
band points to a 40,000-copy sale 
of their CD One Hour Momma on 
their Fat Note label. Typically 
contrasting, one track has blues, 
while the next features Irving 
Berlin’s “Blue Skies.” 

Now back in the Bay Area, 
where they live, the band is gear¬ 
ing up for Saturday’s benefit per¬ 
formance that will help ACRC, 
which is the largest nonprofit 
multi-service AIDS organization 
that serves San Mateo, Santa 
Clara, and Santa Cruz counties. ▼

Queer history program begins Saturday

hree monthly lectures host- 
11 ed by the San Francisco 
if Main Library will examine 
the status of the queer communi¬ 
ty today and how the events of the 
last three decades have shaped the 
community. 

The series, entitled “Queer at 
the End of the Century: Bay Area 
Conversations About Gender, 
Race and Class,” begins this Satur¬ 
day, September 18, at 4 p.m. with 
“Creating Our History,” a panel 
discussion moderated by Susan 
Stryker, executive director of the 
Gay and Lesbian Historical Soci¬ 
ety of Northern California 
(GLHS). According to organizers, 
Stryker will lead the panelists in an 


analysis of “how the queer com¬ 
munity is portrayed in traditional 
history texts, what a lack of histo¬ 
ry meant to our identity, what in¬ 
stitutions we are creating today to 
record and preserve our history, 
and how we are re-examining his¬ 
tory to better understand the role 
of gay men, lesbians, and trans- 
gendered people.” Speakers will in¬ 
clude GLHS archivist Willie Walk¬ 
er, cultural anthropologist Gayle 
Rubin, University of Southern 
California doctoral candidate in 
history Martin Meeker, and queer 
history scholar Paul Gabriel. 

The second forum, “Defending 
Our History,” scheduled for Satur¬ 
day October 16, is described as “an 
inquiry into the forces that shape 
sexual violence and hostility linked 
to sexual orientation in general, 


and anti-gay and lesbian violence 
and discrimination in particular.” 

The final panel discussion in 
the series, “Surviving Our Histo¬ 
ry,” is slated for Saturday Novem¬ 
ber 13, and will examine “the 
community’s response to issues of 
life and death,” focusing on AIDS 
and breast cancer. 

The free lecture series is co¬ 
sponsored by the San Francisco 
State University Human Sexuality 
Program, the San Francisco Pub¬ 
lic Library, the James C. Hormel 
Center, the GLHS, and the Harvey 
Milk Institute. ▼

Health coordinator to hold meeting Thurs.

Iana Van Gorder, coordina¬ 
tor of lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
and transgender (LGBT) 
health services for the San Fran¬ 
cisco Department of Public 
Health (DPH), will hold a com¬ 
munity meeting Thursday, Sep¬ 
tember 23.

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Appeals judges rule 
on medical pot clubs

:f.'S n Monday, September 13, a 
federal appeals court panel 
ruled that U.S. District Judge 
Charles Breyer must reconsider 
his injunction against six medical 
marijuana clubs issued last year at 
the request of the federal Depart¬ 
ment of Justice. The three-judge 
panel from the 9th Circuit Court 
of Appeals ruled unanimously 
that medical cannabis patients 
and their providers can use the 
medical necessity defense, and 
may have the right to use cannabis 
for medicinal purposes. 

Monday’s ruling was the latest 
outcome of a federal motion in 
January 1998 to close down clubs 
that provide medical marijuana to 
people with AIDS, cancer, glauco¬ 
ma, and other illnesses pursuant 
to Proposition 215, the California 
medical marijuana initiative 
passed by voters in November 
1996. The federal motion target¬ 
ed six Northern California clubs 
including the San Francisco 
Cannabis Healing Center/ 
Cannabis Cultivators Club, the 
Oakland Cannabis Buyers Coop¬ 
erative, San Francisco’s Flower 
Therapy, the Marin Alliance for 
Medical Marijuana, and clubs in 
Santa Cruz and Ukiah. A U.S. Dis¬ 
trict Court hearing was held in 
March 1998, and Breyer issued a 
preliminary injunction forbid¬ 
ding the clubs from continuing to 
provide cannabis. Although the 
clubs appealed Breyer’s ruling, the 
Cannabis Healing Center closed 
in May 1998 after action by then- 
Attorney General Dan Lungren, 
and the Oakland club closed 
under Breyer’s orders in October 
1998. The Marin Alliance and sev¬ 
eral new medical cannabis clubs 
are currently open and providing 
marijuana to patients. 

Justices Mary Schroeder, 


Stephen Reinhardt, and Barry Sil¬ 
verman asked Breyer to review his 
earlier ruling and reconsider ex¬ 
empting patients and providers 
who could prove medical necessi¬ 
ty. In their decision, the justices 
stated that the Oakland club “has 
identified a strong public interest 
in the availability of a doctor-pre¬ 
scribed treatment that would help 
ameliorate the condition and re¬ 
lieve the pain and suffering of a 
large group of persons with seri¬ 
ous or fatal illnesses.” The panel 
continued that the federal gov¬ 
ernment “has yet to identify any 
interest it may have in blocking 
the distribution of marijuana to 
those with medical needs,” and 
“has offered no evidence to rebut 
evidence that cannabis is the only 
effective treatment for a large 
group of seriously ill individuals.” 

The necessity defense is used 
when a defendant argues that 
breaking a law prevents a greater or 
more serious harm. Attorneys for 
the Oakland club had attempted to 
use the medical necessity defense 
in their appeal, but were prevent¬ 


ed from doing so by Breyer, who 
said that the club had not proven 
that its members faced “imminent 
harm” from being deprived of 
medical cannabis. Monday’s ruling 
confirmed that the medical neces¬ 
sity defense is available to patients 
who use marijuana under certain 
circumstances; patients would 
have to prove that they had tried 
other legal medications without 
success before turning to cannabis. 

Jeff Jones of the Oakland club 
and Dennis Peron of the Cannabis 
Healing Center have both ex¬ 
pressed their desire for a jury trial, 
believing that a Bay Area jury is 
unlikely to convict persons who 
use marijuana medicinally with 
the approval of their doctor. On 
Monday, Peron told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the latest ruling 
“confirmed what I have been say¬ 
ing all along - this [medical mari¬ 
juana] is saving people’s lives.” 

The federal government is like¬ 
ly to appeal the latest ruling; the 
process could take another year, 
and the case may ultimately end up 
in front of the Supreme Court. ▼

In what was Bermudez’s second 
attempt to be included in a public 
mayoral forum, the candidate and 
her supporters gathered at last 
week’s debate - sponsored by the 
League of Women Voters and held 
at Mission High School - to 
demonstrate against what they 
deemed an “exclusionary” and 
“unrepresentative” event. Armed 
with a bullhorn and about 40 sup¬ 
porters, Bermudez carefully timed 
her demonstration to interrupt 
featured speakers Mayor Willie 
Brown, former Mayor Frank Jor¬ 
dan, and political consultant Clint 
Reilly about 30 minutes into the 
debate. Within minutes, police of¬ 
ficers descended upon her group 
and broke up the display. 
Bermudez says that in doing so, of¬ 
ficers used excessive force and 
caused many injuries, that includ¬ 
ed beating and knocking her 60- 
year-old mother to the ground. 

“I have 12 blows to my body to 
remember the incident forever,” 
Carlos Petroni, Bermudez’s cam¬ 
paign manager, told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

Dewayne Tully, a spokesman 
for the SFPD, said the department 
could not comment on the 
charges until OCC had complet¬ 
ed its investigation.

“We let the OCC conduct their 
own case, and then the police de¬ 
partment looks into the allega¬ 
tions after OCC presents its find¬ 
ings,” Tully told the B.A.R. 

Complaints can take up to a 
year to process, according to the 
OCC. 

Bermudez has been in the 
spotlight recently for earning the 
endorsements of the San Francis¬ 
co Tenants Union, the Peace and 
Freedom Party, the Green Alter¬ 
natives, the Vietnamese Residents 
Association, and the Immigrant 
Rights Movement, voters’ organi¬ 
zations consisting of over 6,000 
members combined. On August 
31, Bermudez was hauled away by 
security guards at a debate spon¬ 
sored by the Raoul Wallenberg 
Jewish Democratic Club and the 
Richmond District Democratic 
Club when she climbed onto the 
stage and began to speak. 

As for last Wednesday’s debate, 
Bermudez said that her group was 
unfairly targeted for removal by 
the police. 

“Many other people were in¬ 
terrupting the debate,” Bermudez 
told the B.A.R. “But somehow the 
police only came after Lucrecia 
supporters. That looks like dis¬ 
crimination to me.” ▼

Needle exchange funds 
called for in Oakland

ctivists led a demonstration 
in downtown Oakland last 
' Wednesday, September 8, to 
demand that the city fund needle 
exchange programs. 

“If the Alameda County 
Health Department doesn’t start 
paying for syringes, the needle ex¬ 
change will cease to exist in Oak¬ 
land. We are sick and tired of 
being polite. We promise to ‘turn 
it out’ if syringes aren’t funded 
soon,” said Gerald Lenoir, co¬ 
founder of ACE (Alameda Coun¬ 
ty Exchange) and former director 
of the Black Coalition on AIDS. 

Lenoir and ACE led a rally of 
50 people at the Alameda County 
building to demand the county 
fund syringes as do the San Fran¬ 
cisco and Berkeley health depart¬ 
ments. 

“Regardless of what exchange 
legislation [Governor] Gray Davis 
signs, the county can legally fund 
syringes now,” stated Jonathan 
Winters of ACT UP/East Bay. 

Chris Catchpool, director of 
ACE and Casa Segura, groups that 
run the Oakland exchanges, said 
over 1 million syringes were ex¬ 
changed there last year. “At bare 
minimum we need $95,000 just 
for syringes and biohazard dis¬ 
posal. We would also like to serve 
Hayward and Southern] Alame¬ 
da County.” 

Catchpool also called attention 
to Oakland police harassment of 
clients who are being frisked be¬ 
fore or after exchanging. One cop 
in the Fruitvale area has vowed to 
arrest anyone with just one sy¬ 
ringe for violating drug parapher¬ 
nalia laws. Catchpool sees the ha¬ 
rassment as a move to gentrify the 
Fruitvale. “People using the ex¬ 
change should be rewarded for re¬ 
specting their health and those of 
others, not punished,” he said. 

People on parole or probation

have stopped coming to exchange 
for fear of returning to jail, ac¬ 
tivists said. 

Last week Catchpool and oth¬ 
ers met with recently appointed 
Oakland Police Chief Richard 
Word. Maria Aguilar from the Of¬ 
fice of AIDS thought the meeting 
was productive. “Word sees nee¬ 
dle exchange and drug treatment 
on demand as part of the contin¬ 
uum needed to end drug abuse. 
He was very open and accepted an 
invitation to visit the Fruitvale ex¬ 
change site.” 

Berkeley City Councilmember 
Kriss Worthington reasoned that 
if the Alameda County Board of 
Supervisors can see this as a moral 
necessity, they ought to view it as 
cost effective AIDS and hepatitis 
prevention. 

“Nearly all cases that could be 
prevented will end up at county 
hospitals. Berkeley has shown 
there is a way to legally fund sy¬ 
ringes,” Worthington said. Other 
speakers included Bobby Bowens 
from the Richmond and Fresno 
exchanges, a representative from 
Berkeley’s exchange, Benito Her¬ 
nandez from La Clinica de la 
Raza, and Shirley Faircloth from 


the California Nurses Association. 

“Sadly I’ve seen the devastat¬ 
ing health results of not having 
needle exchange,” commented 
Faircloth. 

Lenoir concluded the rally 
with a warning, “A larger demon¬ 
stration and civil disobedience 
will occur on December 1 [World 
AIDS Day] if syringe funding is 
not forthcoming. We are not 
bluffing.” T

| alifornia Governor Gray Davis has at 
least seven bills on his desk that will - 
to various degrees - improve the lives 
of the gay and AIDS communities in the 
state. Unfortunately, virtually all of the mea¬ 
sures had to be watered down in order to 
prevent Davis from vetoing them; however, 
progress often comes in increments, and 
after 16 years of Republican governors, 
some positive movement in the areas of 
needle exchanges, domestic partner reg¬ 
istries, and protections for gay and lesbian 
students is better than none at all. 

Since becoming governor in January, 
Davis has demonstrated that he is cautious 
- perhaps too cautious - and often relies on 
polling data to guide his decision-making. 
He has demanded that legislators amend 
their bills and add compromises if they 
want them signed into law; earlier this year, 
he told a local daily newspaper that the Leg¬ 
islature’s job was to implement his vision. 

In an effort to appease the governor, the 
San Francisco AIDS Foundation commis¬ 
sioned one such poll showing strong sup¬ 
port throughout the state for needle ex¬ 
change programs and urged Davis to sign 
AB 518 by Assemblywoman Kerry Mazzoni. 
It did no good: Davis indicated he might be 
willing to sign a weaker version of the bill, 
and Mazzoni compromised. The result is 
now AB 136, which one SFAF official called 
a “bittersweet victory.” 

Another bill, AB 537 by Assembly¬ 
woman Sheila Kuehl, which would provide 
recourse to students who have been victims 
of anti-gay discrimination or harassment, 
was revived at the last minute after the 
heartbreaking defeat of the original, AB 
222. The domestic partner registry bill, AB 
26, by Assemblywoman Carole Migden, 
which Davis has reportedly promised to 


sign, was also significantly altered v 
to please the governor. Migden 
also got AB 103, which would 
create a “unique identifier” code 
for tracking new HIV cases, ap¬ 
proved. 

The governor has not expressed his 
thoughts on AB 208 by Assemblyman 
Wally Knox, which would add 
sexual orientation to sentenc¬ 
ing guidelines for people con¬ 
victed of hate crimes. This is 
another piece of legislation that is long 
overdue. 



In this Clinton-esque climate of 
governing from the center, members 
of the lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender community need to let 
Davis know that he should sign the 
gay-friendly and progressive 
HIV/AIDS legislation. He must sign 
or veto all bills by October 10. His 
address is Governor Gray 
Davis, First Floor, State Capi¬ 
tol, Sacramento, CA 95814.

Solutions to complex issues

n his September 2 Guest Opinion, Su¬ 
pervisor Mark Leno asks the communi- 
f| ty to “focus on our collective goal” and is 
upset by the suspicion and mistrust regard¬ 
ing “the process” surrounding the proposed 
temporary homeless shelter at 2500 Market 
Street. As members of the community ad¬ 
visory council (CAC) group not supporting 
the current proposal, we assure Supervisor 
Leno that a genuine effort is underway to 
Find a viable solution to homelessness 
among lesbian, gay, bisexual, transgender, 
queer, and questioning (LGBTQQ) young 
adults. This opinion, however, does not re¬ 
flect any official CAC position. 

Our group is focused on developing a 
long-term strategic solution to this problem 
that is consistent with current or proposed 
city policies, is modeled on previously suc¬ 
cessful programs, is fiscally responsible, and 
helps LGBTQQ young adults who are ready 
to change their lives. 

The question, therefore, is not whether 
to help but how and where. After the August 
18 formation of the CAC, 21 concerned 
Castro residents and business owners have 
assumed the task of recommending the best 
way to spend the budgeted $250,000 that 
Supervisors Leno, Leslie Katz, and Tom Am- 
miano secured for the current fiscal year. 
While this is a sizable amount, it would 
barely cover operating expenses of the tem¬ 
porary shelter proposed by Supervisors 
Katz and Leno through June 30, 2000. 
Funding beyond that date is not assured. 
Additional annual costs of $96,000 rent the 
owner is requesting, police protection costs 
estimated at $85,000, insurance of $12,000, 
undetermined maintenance and other ex¬ 
penses, and capital improvements required 
at 2500 Market Street must also be funded 
and when incurred through June 30, 2000 
would be charged against that $250,000. 
Will the capital improvements include a 
kitchen? Will the building be made compli¬ 
ant with the Americans for Disabilities Act? 
If so, those costly improvements will revert 
to the owner within two years, which is not 


fiscally responsible. Clearly the financial vi¬ 
ability of the current proposal, which leaves 
little money for services, is doubtful. 

However, following current city policies 
to use residential hotels to house the home¬ 
less would be significantly less expensive. 
For example, for those homeless on SSI, the 
city is asking them to pay $300 per month 
for a room, to which it will add $150 per 
month for rent. If similar arrangements 
were made for 25 LGBTQQ young adults 
covered by the temporary shelter pro¬ 
posal, it would only cost $33,750 
from October through June, leaving 
over $200,000 for counseling, treat¬ 
ment, and other services. (Even if 
the 25 individuals were not eligible 
for SSI or General Assistance, the 
cost of housing them at a residen¬ 
tial hotel from October 
through June would be 
$101,250.) In conversa¬ 
tions with some of the 
homeless targeted group, we have learned 
that many of them are less concerned about 
living in the Castro provided they maintain 
a connection with the Castro. They believe 
that connection could be forged through 
work opportunities or social activities. 
These are among the issues that need to be 
explored before the CAC makes its recom¬ 
mendations. 

At the August 18 public meeting, Super¬ 
visor Leno stated that neither he nor his col¬ 
leagues would be bound by the CAC’s rec¬ 
ommendations. Such a statement engenders 
distrust and cynicism and seems to refute 
Supervisor Katz’s August 5 statement that 
she wanted a neighborhood solution, not 
one imposed by City Hall. Supervisor 
Leno’s comment was especially disturbing, 
because, at the August 18 meeting, only a 
minority of the public supported the pro¬ 
posal he and Supervisor Katz are advocat¬ 
ing. (According to an unofficial count taken 
by the Bay Area Reporter, of the approxi¬ 
mately 117 people attending, 34, or 29. per¬ 
cent, favored the current proposal; 56, or 48 
percent, opposed it; and 27, or 23 percent, 
were undecided.) 

Additionally, the history of how Supervi¬ 
sors Katz, Leno, and Ammiano secured the 



Eureka Valley Recreation Center (EVRC) last 
winter to become a temporary shelter for 
this population planted many seeds of dis¬ 
trust in the neighborhood. Distrust has been 
exacerbated by subsequent statements made 
by Supervisors Katz and Leno regarding 
how the EVRC functioned, like the latter’s 
comment in his Guest Opinion that despite 
logistical nightmares it ran “fairly smooth¬ 
ly.” That contention is hotly disputed by 
many nearby residents, who were among 
the 256 signers of a petition asking Mayor 
Willie Brown not to permit its use for such 
purposes again. This is an issue best dealt 
with by recognizing that there are 
two divergent opinions and 
“agreeing to disagree.” Those di¬ 
vergent opinions are significant 
because the current proposal 
appears to be the EVRC 
all over again, with a few 
bells and whistles. 

Supervisor Leno 
writes that the LGBTQQ Task Force has 
been working on this issue for two and one- 
half years, then asks the CAC to develop al¬ 
ternatives to the current proposal within 
five weeks. We recognize that winter will 
soon be here, which is a concern. However, 
we require a reasonable amount of time to 
offer “well thought out alternatives” to the 
current proposal. It won’t take us five 
months, but it cannot be done in five weeks. 
Setting that deadline fuels distrust about the 
process for reaching a decision, especially in 
the context of the lack of force the CAC’s 
recommendations may have. 

Many members of the CAC have taken 
on this project in addition to their day jobs 
and have spent (and will continue spend¬ 
ing) many hours trying to find a solution 
that works for all stakeholders. We feel that 
the CAC will be able to make recommenda¬ 
tions to the supervisors on solving this 
problem in our neighborhood. For any pro¬ 
posal to be successful, it must come from 
the neighborhood, not from City Hall. We 
have already begun work to this end, have 
generated some preliminary alternative 
proposals and have documented questions 
to be addressed. All we are asking for right 
now is a little time. T 
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Mayoral race: Pay now or pay later 

I attended the mayoral debate hosted by the 
League of Women Voters on September 8. As a citizen 
of San Francisco and a candidate for mayor, I was em¬ 
barrassed by the spectacle. It was like a professional 
wrestling match, with the audience vying with the 
contestants for attention of the TV cameras. The Big 
Three candidates often did not even answer the ques¬ 
tions that they were asked about issues that face the 
Mission District and the city; they just attacked their 
opponents. 

Are these the only choices that we have to lead us 
into the 21st century? The League did not even pro¬ 
vide reserved seating for the 11 other mayoral candi¬ 
dates. There were reserved seats near the front of the 
auditorium for Willie Brown, Clint Reilly, and Frank 
Jordan supporters. I asked: “Where are the reserved 
seats for Reid supporters or Jim Reid?” We the voters 
of San Francisco want to hear the candidates’ qualifi¬ 
cations to solve the problems we face, not personal at¬ 
tacks and mudslinging. Let’s talk about fixing Muni, 
getting our homeless people off the streets, a city-wide 
housing plan, and cleaning up the streets. We want to 
hear about what can and will be done about these 
problems, not what solutions have failed in the past. 

The Big Three were selected based on how much 
money they could raise. If you the voters want more 
choices to be included in the debate, you need to find 
a candidate that you respect and contribute to their 
campaign with your time and money. You may pay 
now or pay later if one of the Big Three is elected.

Weigh relative risks of gay sex 

We are writing to clarify information 
reported at a forum on oral sex that was 
covered in the September 2 issue of 
B.A.R. In that forum, we discussed results from a 
study published in the August issue of the American 
Journal of Epidemiology , in which we estimated the 
risk of various sexual practices between men. We did 
this particular analysis specifically to address ques¬ 
tions that men have raised about the risk of oral sex. 

In the paper, we reported both an average risk for 
each particular type of sexual contact (the per-contact 
risk) and also compared the risk of different sexual ac¬ 
tivities to one another (the relative risk). We empha¬ 
sized the relative risks at the forum rather than the 
per-contact risk, because we think the relative risk may 
be more useful in helping men think about the kinds 
and degree of risk that they are willing to take. With¬ 
out backing off from our per-contact estimates, we did 
try to explain the imprecision in the specific estimates. 

We found that having unprotected receptive anal 
sex (being the bottom when a condom wasn’t used 
the whole time, including times when the partner 
didn’t ejaculate) was the riskiest practice for acquiring 
HIV infection, confirming previous studies. We also 
found that having unprotected insertive anal sex 
(being the top with no condom) was about 5 times 
less risky and having unprotected receptive oral sex 
with ejaculation (getting ejaculate inside your 
mouth) was about 10 times less risky for HIV infec¬ 
tion. The risk of both of these practices is low enough 
that they usually don’t come out as independent risk 
factors in studies that include men that are also hav¬ 
ing receptive anal sex. To date, there is no good evi¬ 
dence that HIV is acquired from unprotected in¬ 
sertive oral sex (an HIV uninfected person puts his 
penis in his partner’s mouth), or from kissing, except 
when there is an exchange of blood, or in other un¬ 
usual circumstances. 

While we can’t ever predict the risk of infection for 
a specific person and a specific encounter, we hope 
that these relative risks will help men in making their 
own decisions about the levels of risk they are willing 
or unwilling to take. We also encourage people to talk 
about their HIV status with their partners, since 
many of the cases of infection occurred when men 
didn’t know their partner’s HIV status. 

We have recently begun a study (called Explore) 
to see whether helping HIV uninfected men talk 
about their sexual practices and sexual decision-mak¬ 
ing can reduce their risk of HIV infection. We are very 
excited to be a part of this study, the first of its kind in 
the U.S. to test whether a counseling intervention can 
actually lead to a reduction in HIV infections.

Take a walk 
on the Wild Side

' ' he closing of Maud’s in 1989 

s seemed, to many, the end of 
an era - or at least the be¬ 
ginning of the end. Rikki Streich- 
er’s hangout in the Haight, which 
first opened its doors in 1966, had 
been not only the home bar of 
many a dyke sports team, but it 
also served a place that lesbians 
could call their own. 

One of my first news stories 
for this paper (“Women De- 
Barred?” April 1991) chronicled 
the loss of women’s space in San 
Francisco. I recall being amazed 
when Rikki recalled for me that in 
1945, when she arrived in San 
Francisco, there were no less than 
five lesbian bars in San Francisco. 

Two years after Maud’s closed, 
the only women’s bar in the Cas¬ 
tro, Francine’s, was sold and 
turned into The Edge. Rikki’s 
other bar, Amelia’s, went on the 
market, later to re-emerge as Va¬ 
lencia Street’s Elbo Room. And 
Cafe San Marcos, now The Cafe, 
which had advertised itself as “the 
only mixed bar in the Castro,” 
hung a For Sale sign 
from its balcony above 
Market Street. It felt like 
an Agatha Christie mys¬ 
tery - And Then There 
Were None. 

In this climate, the 
Lesbian Avengers 
emerged, a woman-only 
space called the 
Whiptail Lizard 
Lounge opened in 
the Castro, and the 
Dyke March took its first steps. 
Controversy ruled. Letters to the 
editor both applauded and de¬ 
cried these developments. Les¬ 
bians who expressed a need for 
dyke-space were denounced as 
separatists and male-bashers, men 
who criticized their exclusion 
were labeled misogynists, and lit¬ 
tle was said about the de facto 
men’s-spaces which dominated 
the Castro landscape. 

This particular debate subsided 
as others emerged, but I was re¬ 


minded of it recently, while eaves¬ 
dropping in the Castro. An out-of- 
town dyke asked a group of men 
“Which of these bars is for the 
women?” After talking among 
themselves, the men pointed above 
the gas station, saying “The Cafe is 
really the only bar for women.” 

Really? 

With all due respect to The 
Cafe, if that’s the only answer 
available, then let me suggest a fa¬ 
vorite dyke bar or, at least, a dyke’s 
favorite bar. Let me recommend a 
walk on the Wild Side - Wild Side 
West, that is. 

Wild Side West, with its sa¬ 
loon-like purple and white facade, 
stands on the south side of Cort¬ 
land Avenue in Bernal Heights - 
424 Cortland, to be exact. In 
short, it stands outside of the Cas¬ 
tro, outside of the world view of 
many San Francisco queers. But it 
shouldn’t. 

After all, it’s queer in both the 
old-fashioned sense of the word 
as well as its modern usage. The 


place gives new meaning to the 
word eclectic with football on TV 
and footwear on the fireplace - 
cleats, boots, and stiletto heels. 
The place is layered - Janis Joplin 
posters, Aubrey Beardsley repro¬ 
ductions, a dentist’s chair, a 49ers 
schedule, and so forth. It 
is an accumulation, a 
monument to haphaz¬ 
ard. 

You can always tell 
newcomers at the Wild 
Side by the way their 
necks crane toward the 
walls to take it all in. 
After initial awe 
subsides, a smile 
appears when 
some whimsical 
artifact tickles the newcomer’s 
fancy - for me it was a portrait 
framed by a toilet seat. 

Wild Side West first opened in 
Oakland in 1962, four years prior 
to the birth of Maud’s. Then, in 
1966, owner Pat Ramseyer relocat¬ 
ed to San Francisco on Broadway. 
Eleven years after that, in the win¬ 
ter of 1977, she packed up the 
North Beach bar - literally, in two 
pieces - and moved it cross town to 
its current Bernal Heights location. 

Pat is as almost as quixotic as 


the bar is. She is a stitch, a sage, 
and a regular at her own bar. “I 
hatched it, baby-sit it, fight for it, 
and, above all, love it,” she said. 

Being a neighborhood bar that 
allows anyone dyke-friendly to 
claim resident status, the Wild 
Side is marked by a live-and-let- 
live crowd. In the same way that 
the walls make room for both 
Spuds McKenzie and Gertrude 
Stein, the bar makes room for a 
wide range of folk who shoot 
pool, watch whatever game is on, 
stake out a corner of the bar to 
chat, or sit around playing cards. 

Don’t try to tell them that the 
time has passed when a bar could 
be both home to dyke sports 
teams and also a place to call their 
own. Wild Side West has been 
there all along, and it’s still going 
strong. 

The Wild Side even has a long¬ 
time chronicler, Gene. He calls 
himself an amateur photograph¬ 
er, but the pictures he passes 
around reveal him to be a pro at 


capturing both the people and the 
action of the place. He has been 
documenting the life of the bar 
for more than a decade. 

And everyone has something 
to say about bartender Stephanie, 
all of it revealing how beloved she 
is: “She has a degree in philoso¬ 
phy,” “She is the friendliest loony 
in town,” “She can do everything 
from kicking butt on the pool 
table to pouring a mean pint of 
Guinness,” “She’s the best,” “She’s 
a babe.” 

And wait ’till you see the gar¬ 
den out back. Overgrown with 
too many species to begin naming 
- even if I could - blossoms, 
blooms, fronds, shrubs, cacti, and 
trees abound. Flamingos, frogs, 
mannequins, a Pee Wee Herman 
doll riding a bird feeder to 
nowhere, cow skulls, angels, foun¬ 
tains, a reclining Buddha ... yes, 
this place has everything includ¬ 
ing the proverbial kitchen sink. 

If Eden had looked like this, 
Eve would never have found the 
Tree of Knowledge amid all the 
enchantment of the chaos. Be¬ 
sides, at the Wild Side, no fruit is 
forbidden. 

Of the garden Pat said, “It just 
grew itself.” 

The latest addition to the gar¬ 
den’s evolution is the new mural 
on the backside of the building. It 
features a vibrant array of fairies, 
mermaids, a dragon on key¬ 
boards, and a crowned toad that 
Pat herself painted. The mural’s 
creator, Rebecca Dahlin, is a Wild 
Side regular, no, more than a reg¬ 
ular, I am told: “She’s part of the 
hardware.” The official unveiling 
of the mural will take place on 
Saturday, September 25 at 4 p.m., 
along with a cookout celebration. 

As our conversation shifts 
from the mural to haiku to the 
possibility of a Wild Side website 
to softball to jazz singers, a couple 
of patrons come down the back 
stairs to the garden, their faces 
caught in the rapture that reveals 
them to be newcomers. 

“We won’t bite,” Pat barks at 
them, adding the aside “we chew 
a little.” Then she turns my way. “I 
used to scare ’em right out of the 
bar - didn’t mean to.” 

But somehow I doubt it. She 
scares the way gargoyles do. They 
delight and draw one in, even 
while showing teeth. 

Pat tells me a cabana is in the 
works for the garden, “a Victorian 
one.” And I wonder what on earth 
a Victorian cabana looks like. Pat’s 
teeth are showing again. She is 
smiling, always smiling. ▼ 



It's queer in both the old- 
fashioned sense of the word 
as well as its modern usage. 
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Gray Davis governs 
as a centrist

hen running last year for 
•j, his current position, 
i- then-Lieutenant Gover¬ 
nor Gray Davis, the first Democ¬ 
rat to win the governor’s office in 
16 years, campaigned as a politi¬ 
cal moderate, and promised, if 
elected, to govern the state as a 
moderate. Davis, once considered 
to be a staunch liberal, defeated 
his Republican opponent by a 
whopping 20 percentage points 
and led all but two of the contest¬ 
ed statewide offices to a Democ¬ 
ratic victory as well. Since taking 
office some 250 days ago, Davis, 
who had previously served 
as chief of staff to for¬ 
mer Governor Jerry 
Brown before being 
elected to the Assembly, 
the controller’s office, 
and lieutenant gover¬ 
nor, has labored to 
govern Califor¬ 
nia firmly in 
the political 
middle. Dur¬ 
ing a speech in 
Sacramento last week reviewing 
his first eight months as the state’s 
chief executive, Davis pointed out 
that he finds governing as a cen¬ 
trist the right answer, declaring 
that he has “drawn the line where 
I think people are excessive on the 
right or the left,” and said he 
would continue to govern in the 
middle. 

Davis told his audience that he 
has worked to balance the legisla¬ 
tive ledger between two perenni¬ 
al foes - business and the gover¬ 
nor’s longtime political support¬ 
ers in labor. “I have this past 250 
days ... tried to find good ideas 
and forge coalitions; I have tried 
to stay in the middle. It is not al¬ 
ways easy tq be in the middle, but 
I’m determined to be there - I’m 
going to govern as a moderate, 
whether it’s difficult or easy.” 
Davis noted that he has “tried to 
respond to the legitimate needs” 
of both business and labor, point¬ 
ing out that as governor has 
signed pro-labor bills rejected by 
his Republican predecessor, Pete 
Wilson. Davis recently pushed 
and signed bills to restore daily 
overtime pay and require busi¬ 
nesses to allow employees to use 
sick leave to care for sick family 
members. At the same time, how¬ 
ever, Davis said he will veto a bill 
to increase benefits for injured 
workers because it would be too 
costly to businesses. 

On other issues, the Democra¬ 
tic leaders of both the state Senate 
and Assembly, both of whom are 
far more liberal than Davis, have 
clashed with the governor in the 
past few months. Clearly, Davis 
sees the political center as the 
place to govern in California. 
Even Davis knows that when he 
takes a path down the middle of 
the road politically, he will win 
some and lose some, but most 
voters knew his political philoso¬ 
phy when they overwhelmingly 
elected him last November and 
recent polls show California vot¬ 
ers are satisfied with the course 
Davis has staked out politically. 
Like him or not, Davis is a smart 
politician and has seemingly 
found the key to successfully gov¬ 
erning a state that has been ruled 
by Republican governors for too- 
long. Davis’s style isn’t likely to 
change. 


Politics and people 

In a battle that clearly shows 
the tenacity of Assemblywoman 
Sheila Kuehl (D-Santa Monica), 
one of the two openly lesbian 
members of the Assembly, her re¬ 
vised bill banning discrimination 
against gays in public schools 
passed by a single vote in the As¬ 
sembly’s closing hours last Friday, 
September 10. The bill also passed 
in the state Senate and if the gov¬ 
ernor signs it (he has until Octo¬ 
ber 10 to decide), gay victims of 
harassment will have access to a 
formal grievance process used by 
students who are tormented be¬ 
cause of their gender, race, reli¬ 
gion, or ancestry. In June, a simi¬ 
lar bill sponsored by 
Kuehl - AB 222 - lost 
by a single vote in the 
Assembly. However, 
last week, Assembly- 
man Dennis Car¬ 
doza (D-Merced), 
who had voted against 
the measure in 
June, switched 
and voted for 
the current bill 
(AB 537), as¬ 
suring its passage. The final As¬ 
sembly vote was 41 in favor and 
33 opposed; six members did not 
vote. Four Democratic assembly- 
members joined 33 Republicans 
in voting against the bill; among 
the Democrats was Assembly¬ 
woman Nell Soto (D-Pomona), 
who has an openly gay son. Soto 
bragged that she had discussed 
the legislation with her gay son, 
but cracked that “he knows better 
that to pressure his mother.” As 
for Kuehl, the Legislature’s first 
openly gay member, she gets a 
high five and a bouquet of roses 
for not giving up on this impor¬ 
tant legislation. Kuehl is known in 
the Assembly for being one of its 
hardest working members, along 
with Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden (D-San Francisco), the 
Assembly’s other openly lesbian 
member. 

Meanwhile, a recent poll by the 
Public Policy Institute of Califor¬ 
nia shows support growing for the 
Knight initiative that state voters 
will decide on in the March 2000 
primary. The proposal, authored 
by state Senator Pete Knight (R- 
Palmdale), would recognize only 
marriages between a man and a 
woman in California. Those 
polled favored the measure 63 
percent to 34 percent, with 3 per¬ 
cent undecided. In a similar poll 
conducted last March, the num¬ 
bers were 55 percent in favor, 39 
percent opposed, and 6 percent 
undecided. 

More from Hollywood: In the 
October issue of Vanity Fair, actor 
Ben Affleck says there is no 
truth to tabloid gossip that he and 
actor Matt Damon are more than 
just friends. “I like to think that if 
I were gay I would be out Rupert 
Everett-style.” He added that the 
movie Good Will Hunting, which 
Affleck and Damon co-wrote and 
starred in, probably helped fuel 
the rumors. 

And in London, Michael Por¬ 
tillo, a known anti-gay politician 
in the past and now widely con¬ 
sidered to have a very good 
chance of becoming the next 
leader of Britain’s Conservative 
Party, astounded the country’s 
political establishment last week 
by admitting that he had several 
homosexual experiences while in 


college. “I will only say what I 
want to say,” said Portillo, 46, re¬ 
sponding to persistent rumors 
that he had an active homosexual 
sex life while at Cambridge in the 
1970s. “I had some homosexual 
experiences as a young person,” 
said Portillo, who served as de¬ 
fense secretary under John 
Major and who is now seen as a 
formidable threat to the current 
Tory leader, William Hague.

Senator Dianne Feinstein was 

the only member of Congress to 
make George magazine’s recent 
“20 Most Fascinating Women in 
Politics” list. Mayor Willie Brown 
on Feinstein in George: “Dianne 
Feinstein was San Francisco’s first 
and only female mayor; her dedi¬ 
cation to public service, which has 
continued throughout her tenure 
as one of California’s U.S. sena¬ 
tors, makes her an exemplary role 
model for women everywhere.” 

Debate 101: Never mind grad¬ 
ing the candidates, it was the 
League of Women Voters who 
flunked the test during the sorry 
circus that passed for a debate last 
week at Mission High School. The 
entire event was badly organized, 
poorly controlled, and outright 
embarrassing. 

As for the three participants in 
last week’s debate, if there was a 
winner it was probably Brown, 
who came off much stronger than 
in the first debate. As for Lucre- 
cia Bermudez, the lesser-known 
candidate who was led away from 
the first debate by security guards, 
she managed again to successfully 
get television and print coverage. 

D.C. politics: Hillary Rodham 
Clinton, flip-flopping on the 
Puerto Rican clemency issue, is 
beginning to sound like George 
W. (for waffle) Bush. 

The homophobic Pat 
Buchanan put the scare of God 
into the GOP by announcing he’s 
ready to leave the Republican 
Party and run for president as the 
Reform Party candidate. 

To those two guys who recent¬ 
ly wrote me an interesting letter 
criticizing my “endorsement” of 
Arizona Senator John McCain 
for president: no way. I certainly 
agree that McCain is no friend of 
the gay community, but I was 
merely pointing out what I still 
feel - that McCain, who has yet to 
speak out on the fact that both the 
Army and the Republican Party is 
trying to destroy openly gay Ari¬ 
zona state Representative Steve 
May, is still the best of a bad lot 
of GOP presidential wannabes.

Who were Gertrude 
Stein and Alice Toklas? 


for orgasm. “I am fondest of all of 
lifting belly,” reads Stein’s “Lifting 
Belly,” a 50-page tribute to lesbian 
sex: 

“Lifting belly / So high / And 
aiming. / Exactly / And making / 
A cow / Come out / ... That is 
what I adore always more and 
more.” 

Though Stein was a prolific 
writer, most of her work was con¬ 
sidered too experimental for large 
publishers. Her prose, like her po¬ 
etry, contained many repetitive 
phrases and not much punctua¬ 
tion. As a result, Stein’s early 
books were either self-published 
or put out by small presses and re¬ 
ceived little public attention or 
money. Stein and Toklas lived al¬ 
most solely off their modest in¬ 
heritances. It wasn’t until 1934, 
with the publication of Stein’s 
whimsical Autobiography of Alice 
B. Toklas (which was more about 
her own genius than about Tok¬ 
las) and a lecture tour of the Unit¬ 
ed States, that the author became 
a celebrity. Her writing was sud¬ 
denly in demand, and the couple’s 
finances were secured. 

Over the years, Stein and Tok¬ 
las were inseparable, dividing 
their time between Paris and a 
rented house in the south of 
France. Together they witnessed 
two world wars at close range. 
During World War I, they used 
their Ford car, “Auntie,” as a sup¬ 
ply truck and ambulance, hauling 
equipment, provisions, and 
wounded French and American 
soldiers across the country. They 
received medals from the French 
government for their war service. 
In World War II, when the Ger¬ 
mans occupied Paris, the two 
women, who were both Jewish 
and by then in their 60s, moved to 
their country house for safety. 

Soon after the end of World 
War II, Stein was diagnosed with 
cancer. She died during surgery at 
the age of 72. Toklas lived anoth¬ 
er 21 years, mostly managing 
Stein’s literary estate. But she also 
tried her hand at writing, con¬ 
tributing articles on cooking to 
U.S. magazines and compiling her 
memoirs of life with Stein, What 
Is Remembered. A reviewer in 
Time magazine called Toklas “a 
woman who all her life has looked 
in a mirror and seen someone 
else.” When Toklas died in 1967 at 
the age of 90, she was buried with 
Stein in a joint plot in the Pere 
Lachaise Cemetery in Paris. T 


staver, Stein went to Paris in 1903 
to become a writer. 

In the 1890s, Toklas was study¬ 
ing piano at the University of 
Washington and enjoying roman¬ 
tic friendships there with other 
young women. But both her mu¬ 
sical career and the budding of 
her lesbian sexuality were cut 
short when her mother became ill 
and died. Toklas returned to San 
Francisco to take charge of the 
household. After 10 years of car¬ 
ing for her father and brother, 
she became fed up and used 
an inheritance from her 
grandfather to sail to Paris 
in 1907. On September 8, 
one of her first days 
there, she received an in¬ 
vitation to dinner from fel¬ 
low San Franciscans 
Sarah and Michael 
Stein, Gertrude’s sis¬ 
ter-in-law and oldest 
brother. Toklas recalled that when 
she met Gertrude Stein that 
evening she heard bells ringing, 
which she took as a sign that she 
was in the presence of genius. 

Stein and Toklas discovered 
they had many mutual interests, 
such as modern art and literature, 
but their biggest common interest 
was Gertrude Stein. The two 
began meeting every day at Stein’s 
apartment, where they discussed 
her work-in-progress, The Making 
of Americans , and Toklas taught 
herself to type so she could tran¬ 
scribe the manuscript. 

Toklas soon moved in with 
Stein, and they settled into mar¬ 
ried life. Stein’s pet names for her 
lover included “wifie” and 
“pussy;” in turn, Toklas called 
Stein “hubbie,” “lovey,” and 
“Mount Fatty.” Toklas managed 
all the domestic chores so that 
Stein was free to write. In addi¬ 
tion, she typed Stein’s work and 
scrupulously checked the galley 
proofs of her books. Since Stein 
got to fulfill herself while Toklas 
simply took care of her, some les¬ 
bian scholars have criticized their 
relationship as mimicking the 
worst heterosexual marriage. 

However, both women ex¬ 
pressed contentment in their rela¬ 
tionship and devotion to each 
other. Toklas was, Stein said, “all 
to me.” They left daily love notes 
to each other signed “DD” and 
“YD” (“Darling Darling” and 
“Your Darling”). Stein wrote 
about their seemingly robust sex 
life, using code words like “cow”

O n the morning of July 27, 
1946, in a Paris hospital, 
Alice B. Toklas kept vigil at 
the bedside of her partner of al¬ 
most 40 years, modernist writer 
Gertrude Stein. Both women were 
worried, because Stein would 
soon undergo surgery for cancer. 
Stein turned to Toklas and asked, 
“What is the answer?” Toklas was 
silent. “In that case,” Stein con¬ 


tinued, “what is the ques¬ 
tion?” The words have 
gone into history as the 
writer’s last utterance. 

Stein and Toklas each 
spent their youth in the San 
Francisco Bay Area, but they 
met and fell in love in 
Paris. Both had had 
prior romances with 
women. Stein met her 
first lover, May Bookstaver, while 
studying psychology at Johns 
Hopkins Medical School in the 
early 1890s. Bookstaver was si¬ 
multaneously involved with Stein 
and a mutual female friend. The 
romantic triangle caused Stein 
great pain, which she exorcised by 
writing a novel about the experi¬ 
ence. Because of its lesbian con¬ 
tent, Stein put Q.E.D. away in a 
closet, and the novel was not pub¬ 
lished until four years after her 
death. Disillusioned by medical 
school and eager to forget Book-

for tightening its security since 
that incident. “The Endup has re¬ 
ally cracked down. They do full 
body searches now,” said Cren¬ 
shaw. 

Endup owner Carl Hanken 
told the Bay Area Reporter that al¬ 
though he wouldn’t characterize it 
as full body searches, his club’s 
door-people have always occa¬ 
sionally done pat downs of its pa¬ 
trons and because of the most re¬ 
cent problems, the club has begun 
doing the pat downs more regu¬ 
larly and more thoroughly. “Pat 
downs have become more widely 
accepted at more clubs,” said Han¬ 
ken, who added that club patrons’ 
bags are also searched. 

“Public safety is our major 
concern,” said Hanken who has 
posted signs in his club warning 
of the dangers of GHB. “If we shut 
down the clubs people aren’t 
going to stop using drugs.” He 
added that clubs can be an impor¬ 
tant forum to warn people of the 
dangers of using fad drugs like 
GHB. 

Hanken said his club takes a 
hard line against GHB use. He re¬

In a separate incident, on Satur¬ 
day, September 4, at noon, a man 
who was on a first date with an ac¬ 
quaintance double-parked his car 
and, leaving his keys in the ignition, 
ran into Cala to get some food for 
a picnic.

counted an incident last May 
when his employees caught two 
people slipping GHB into drinks 
of at least four customers. The in¬ 
cident was immediately reported 
to police and ambulances were 
called for those overcome by the

reporting drug use could para¬ 
doxically be used against them by 
drawing more attention to the 
problem.

Crenshaw said police would 
continue their efforts to crack¬ 
down on GHB.

INDICATIONS AND USAGE: COMBIVIR is indicated for the treatment of HIV infection. 

Description of Clinical Studies: COMBIVIR: There have been no clinical trials conducted with COMBIVIR. See 
CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY for information about bioequivalence.

Lamivudine Plus Zidovudine: The NUCB3007 (CAESAR) study was conducted using EPIVIR 150-mg 
Tablets (150 mg b i d.) and RETROVIR 100-mg Capsules (2 x 100 mg t.i.d.). CAESAR was a multicenter, 
double-blind, placebo-controlled study comparing continued current therapy [zidovudine alone (62% of 
patients) or zidovudine with didanosine or zalcitabine (38% of patients)] to the addition of EPIVIR or EPIVIR 
plus an investigational non-nucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitor, randomized 1:2:1. A total of 1816 
HIV-infected adults with 25 to 250 (median 122) CD4 cells/mm 3 at baseline were enrolled: median age was 
36 years, 87% were male, 84% were nucleoside-experienced, and 16% were therapy-naive. The median 
duration on study was 12 months. Results are summarized in Table 1.

Bone Marrow Suppression: COMBIVIR should be used with caution in patients who have bone marrow 
compromise evidenced by granulocyte count <1000 cells/mm 3 or hemoglobin <9.5 g/dL (see ADVERSE 
REACTIONS). 

Frequent blood counts are strongly recommended in patients with advanced HIV disease who are trac'd 
with COMBIVIR. For HIV-infected individuals and patients with asymptomatic or early HIV disease, pe,.odic 
blood counts are recommended. 

Lactic Acidosis/Severe Hepatomegaly with Steatosis: Lactic acidosis and severe hepatomegaly with 
steatosis, including fatal cases, have been reported with the use of nucleoside analogues alone or in 
combination, including lamivudine, zidovudine, and other antiretrovirals. A majority of these cases have been 
in women. Obesity and prolonged nucleoside exposure may be risk factors. Particular caution should be 
exercised when administering COMBIVIR to any patient with known risk factors for liver disease; however, 
cases have also been reported in patients with no known risk factors. Treatment with COMBIVIR should be 
suspended in any patient who develops clinical or laboratory findings suggestive of lactic acidosis or 
pronounced hepatotoxicity (which may include hepatomegaly and steatosis even in the absence of marked 
transaminase elevations). 

Myopathy: Myopathy and myositis, with pathological changes similar to that produced by HIV disease, have 
been associated with prolonged use of zidovudine, and therefore may occur with therapy with COMBIVIR. 

PRECAUTIONS: 

General: Reduction of doses of lamivudine is recommended for patients with low body weight (less than 50 
kg or 110 lb); therefore patients with low body weight should not receive COMBIVIR. 

Patients With HIV and Hepatitis B Virus Coinfection: In clinical trials and postmarketing experience, some 
patients with HIV infection who have chronic liver disease due to hepatitis B virus infection experienced clinical 
or laboratory evidence of recurrent hepatitis upon discontinuation of lamivudine. Consequences may be more 
severe in patients with decompensated liver disease. 

Patient s With Impaired Renal Function: Reduction of the dosages of lamivudine and zidovudine is 
recommended for patients with impaired renal function. Patients with creatinine clearance <50 ml/min should 
not receive COMBIVIR. 

Information for Patients: COMBIVIR is not a cure for HIV infection and patients may continue to experience 
illnesses associated with HIV infection, including opportunistic infections. Patients should be advised that the 
use of COMBIVIR has not been shown to reduce the risk of transmissidn of HIV to others through sexual 
contact or blood contamination. Patients should be informed that the major toxicities of COMBIVIR are 
neutropenia and/or anemia. They should be told of the extreme importance of having their blood counts 
followed closely while on therapy, especially for patients with advanced HIV disease. Patients should be 
advised of the importance of taking COMBIVIR as it is prescribed. 

Drug Interactions: Coadministration of ganciclovir, interferon-alpha, and other bone marrow suppressive or 
. cytotoxic agents may increase the hematologic toxicity of zidovudine (see CUNICAL PHARMACOLOGY section 
of full prescribing information). 

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, and Impairment of Fertility: Carcinogenicity: 

Lamivudine: Lamivudine long-term carcinogenicity studies in mice and rats showed no'evidence of 
carcinogenic potential at exposures up to 10 times (mice) and 58 times (rats) those observed- in humans at 
the recommended therapeutic dose. 

Zidovudine: Zidovudine was administered orally at three dosage levels to separate groups of mice and rats 
(60 females and 60 males in each group). Initial single daily doses were 30,60, and 120 mg/kg per day in 
mice and 80,220, and 600 mg/kg per day in rats. The doses in mice were reduced to 20,30, and 40 mg/kg 
per day after day 90 because of treatment-related anemia, whereas in rats only the high dose was reduced to 
450 mg/kg per day on day 91 and then to 300 mg/kg per day on day 279. 

In mice, seven late-appearing (after 19 months) vaginal neoplasms (five nonmetastasizing squamous cell 
carcinomas, one squamous cell papilloma, and one squamous polyp) occurred in animals given the highest 
dose. One late-appearing squamous cell papilloma occurred in the vagina of a middle-dose animal. No vaginal 
tumors were found at the lowest dose. 

In rats, two late-appearing (after 20 months), nonmetastasizing vaginal squamous cell carcinomas 
occurred in animals given the highest dose. No vaginal occurred at the low or middle dose in rats. No 
other drug-related tumors were observed in either sex of eiussr species. 

At doses that produced tumors in mice and rats, the estimated drug exposure (as measured by AUC) was 
approximately three times (mouse) and 24 times (rat) the ebtimafud human exposure at the recommended 
therapeutic dose of 100 mg every 4 hours. 

Two transplacental carcinogenicity studies were conducted in mice. One study administered zidovudine at 
doses of 20 mg/kg per day or 40 mg/kg per day from gestation day 10 through parturition and lactation with 
dosing continuing in offspring for 24 months postnataily. The doses of zidovudine employed in this study 
produced zidovudine exposures approximately three times the estimated human exposure at recommended 
doses. After 24 months, at the highest dose, an increase in incidence of vaginal tumors was noted with no 
increase in tumors in the liver or lung or any other organ in either gender. These findings are consistent with 
results of the standard oral carcinogenicity study in mice, as described earlier. A second study administered 
zidovudine at maximum tolerated doses of 12.5 mg/day or 25 mg/day (-1000 mg/kg nonpregnant body 
weight or -450 mg/kg of term body weight) to pregnant mice from days 12 through 18 of gestation. There 
was an increase in the number of tumors in the lung, liver, and female reproductive tracts in the offspring of 
mice receiving the higher dose level of zidovudine. 

It is not known how predictive the results of rodenf carcinogenicity studies may be for humans. 

Mutagenicity: Lamivudine: Lamivudine was negative in a microbial mutagenicity screen, in an in vitro cell 
transformation assay, in a rat micronucleus test, in a rat bone marrow cytogenetic assay, and in an assay for 
unscheduled DNA synthesis in rat liver. It was mutagenic in a L5178Y/TK +/ ' mouse lymphoma assay and 
clastogenic in a cytogenetic assay using cultured human lymphocytes. 

Zidovudine: Zidovudine was mutagenic in a L5178Y/TK + ^' mouse lymphoma assay, positive in an in vitro 
cell transformation assay, clastogenic in a cytogenetic assay using cultured human lymphocytes, and positive 
in mouse and rat micronucleus tests after repeated doses. It was negative in a cytogenetic study in rats given 
a single dose. 

Impairment of Fertility: Lamivudine: In a study of reproductive performance, lamivudine, administered to 
male and female rats at doses up to 130 times the usual adult dose based on body surface area 
considerations, revealed no evidence of impaired fertility (judged by conception rates) and no effect on the 
survival, growth, and development to weaning of the offspring. 

Zidovudine: Zidovudine, administered to male and female rats at doses up to 7 times the usual adult dose 
based on body surface area considerations, had no effect on fertility judged by conception rates. 

Pregnancy: Pregnancy Category C. 


COMBIVIR• Tablets (lamivudine/zidovudine tablets): There are no adequate and well-controlled studies of 
COMBIVIR in pregnant women. Reproduction studies with lamivudine and zidovudine have been performed 
in animals (see Lamivudine and Zidovudine sections below). COMBIVIR should be used during pregnancy 
only if the potential benefits outweigh the risks. 

Lamivudine: Reproduction studies with orally administered lamivudine have been performed in rats and 
rabbits at 130 and 60 times, respectively, the usual adult dose (based on relative body surface area) and have 
revealed no evidence of teratogenicity. Some evidence of early embryolethality was seen in the rabbit at doses 
similar to those produced by the usual adult dose and higher, but there was no indication of this effect in the 
rat at orally administered doses up to 130 times the usual adult dose. Studies in pregnant rats and rabbits 
showed that lamivudine is transferred to the fetus through the placenta. 

Zidovudine: Reproduction studies with orally administered zidovudine in the rat and in the rabbit at doses 
up to 500 mg/kg per day revealed no evidence of teratogenicity with zidovudine. Zidovudine treatment resulted 
in embryo/fetal toxicity as evidenced by an increase in the incidence of fetal resorptions in rats given 150 or 
450 mg/kg per day and rabbits given 500 mg/kg per day. The doses used in the teratology studies resulted in 
peak zidovudine plasma concentrations (after one-half of the daily dose) in rats 66 to 226 times, and in rabbits 
12 to 87 times, mean steady-state peak human plasma concentrations (after one-sixth of the daily dose) 
achieved with the recommended daily dose (100 mg every 4 hours). In an additional teratology study in rats, 
a dose of 3000 mg/kg per day (very near the oral median lethal dose in rats of 3683 mg/kg) caused marked 
maternal toxicity and an increase in the incidence of fetal malformations. This dose resulted in peak zidovudine 
plasma concentrations 350 times peak human plasma concentrations. No evidence of teratogenicity was seen 
in this experiment at doses of 600 mg/kg per day or less. Two rodent carcinogenicity studies were conducted 
(see Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility). 

Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry: To monitor maternal-fetal outcomes of pregnant women 
exposed to COMBIVIR and other antiretroviral agents, an Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry has 
been established. Physicians are encouraged to register patients by calling 1-800-258-4263. 

Nursing Mothers: The Centers for Disease Control and Prevention recommend that HIV-infected mothers 
not breastfeed their infants to avoid risking postnatal transmission of HIV infection. 

COMBIVIR: Zidovudine is excreted in breast milk (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY: Pharmacokinetics: Nursing 
Mothers subsection of full prescribing information); however, no data are available on COMBIVIR or lamivudine. 
Therefore, there is a potential for adverse effects in nursing infants. Mothers should be instructed not to 
breastfeed if they are receiving COMBIVIR. 

Pediatric Use: COMBIVIR should not be administered to pediatric patients less than 12 years of age because 
it is a fixed-dose combination that cannot be adjusted for this patient population. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS: 

Lamivudine Plus Zidovudine Administered As Separate Formulations: In four randomized, controlled trials 
of EPIVIR 300 mg per day plus RETROVIR 600 mg per day, the following selected clinical and laboratory 
adverse events were observed (see Tables 2 and 3).

Observed During Clinical Practice: In addition to adverse events reported from clinical trials, the following 
events have been identified during post-approval use of EPIVIR and/or RETROVIR. Because they are reported 
voluntarily from a population of unknown size, estimates of frequency cannot be made. These events have 
been chosen for inclusion due to a combination of their seriousness, frequency of reporting, or potential 
causal connection to EPIVIR and/or RETROVIR. 

Endocrine and Metabolic: Hyperglycemia. 

General: Sensitization reactions (including anaphylaxis), vasculitis. 

Hepatobiliary Tract and Pancreas: Lactic acidosis and hepatic steatosis (see WARNINGS), pancreatitis. 
Musculoskeletal: Muscle weakness, CPK elevation, rhabdomyolysis. 

Nervous: Seizures. 

Skin: Alopecia, erythema multiforme, Stevens-Johnson syndrome, urticaria. 

OVERDOSAGE: 

COMBIVIR: There is no known antidote for COMBIVIR. 

Lamivudine: One case of an adult ingesting 6 grams of lamivudine was reported; there were no clinical signs or 
symptoms noted and hematologic tests remained normal. It is not known whether lamivudine can be removed by 
peritoneal dialysis or hemodialysis. 

Zidovudine: Acute overdoses of zidovudine have been reported in pediatric patients and adults. These 
involved exposures up to 50 grams. The only consistent findings were nausea and vomiting. Other reported 
occurrences included headache, dizziness, drowsiness, lethargy, confusion, and one report of a grand mal 
seizure. Hematologic changes were transient. All patients recovered. Hemodialysis and peritoneal dialysis 
appear to have a negligible effect on the removal of zidovudine while elimination of its primary metabolite, 
GZDV, is enhanced. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION: The recommended oral dose of COMBIVIR for adults and adolescents (at 
least 12 years of age) is one tablet (containing 150 mg of lamivudine and 300 mg of zidovudine) twice daily. 
Dose Adjustment: Because it is a fixed-dose combination, COMBIVIR should not be prescribed for patients 
requiring dosage adjustment such as those with reduced renal function (creatinine clearance <50 mL/min), 
those with low body weight (<50 kg or 110 lb), or those experiencing dose-limiting adverse events.

Let’s get partnered 

In perhaps the greatest slap in 
the face of the far right this ses¬ 
sion, co-habiting gay and lesbian 
couples, as well as unmarried het¬ 
erosexual couples age 62 or older, 
will be able to register with the 
Secretary of State’s office as do¬ 
mestic partners when the gover¬ 
nor signs - as reportedly 
promised - AB 26 from Migden. 

State workers will also be able 
to extend their health benefits to 
their domestic partners, defined 
in Migden’s bill as two adults who 
have “chosen to share one anoth¬ 
er’s lives in an intimate and com¬ 
mitted relationship of mutual car¬ 
ing.” The bill also provides hospi¬ 
tal visitation rights to registered 
domestic partners. 

The Secretary of State’s office 
will also process terminations of 
domestic partner relationships. 

Win for needle exchanges 

Mazzoni scored one for needle 
exchanges when AB 136 passed 
the state Senate on a bipartisan 22- 
14 vote. Mazzoni had been forced 
to water down an earlier version 
when Davis threatened a veto. As 
amended, cities with needle ex¬ 
change programs will be protect¬ 
ed from prosecution under state 
laws prohibiting the distribution 
of hypodermic needles without a 
prescription - provided that every 
14 to 21 days the local city council 
passes a declaration of a “health 
emergency.” Mazzoni and AIDS 
prevention experts had hoped to 
avoid this bureaucratic red tape. 

Fred Dillon, state policy direc¬ 
tor for the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation (SFAF) which runs a 
large needle exchange program 
under a local emergency declara¬ 
tion and lobbied hard for the bill, 
called Mazzoni’s victory “bitter¬ 
sweet.” While some cities, such as 
San Francisco, will continue to 
routinely approve declarations of 
a health emergency every few 
weeks, other more conservative 
communities may be forced to re¬ 
visit the issue every few weeks, 
thereby making the programs vul¬ 
nerable to shifts in the local polit¬ 
ical landscape. 

Let’s go to the prom! 

In 1999, queer-bashing andjn- 
stitutionally sanctioned discrimi¬ 
nation are still commonplace in 
California schools, particularly in 
local jurisdictions where there are 
no policies in place protecting gay 
and lesbian students. With the 
passage of the California Student 
Safety and Violence Prevention 
Act of 2000 (AB 537), Kuehl 
scored a come-from-behind, 
cliffhanger victory. 


Stripped down from an earlier 
broader version, again due to last- 
minute reservations from the gov¬ 
ernor and conservatives in the As¬ 
sembly, yet retaining its core pro¬ 
tections, this bill provides an ad¬ 
ministrative recourse to students 
who have been victims of anti-gay 
discrimination or harassment that 
has not been addressed by local 
school officials. Students and their 
parents will now be able to file a 
complaint with state Superinten¬ 
dent of Public Instruction Delaine 
Eastin, whose office has the au¬ 
thority to overturn decisions of 
local officials to bring them into 
compliance with the law, and pos¬ 
sibly expel or suspend offending 
students. 

And, the bill also offers imme¬ 
diate injunctive relief - meaning 
that for the queer student who 
wants to bring his boyfriend to 
the prom, if school officials forbid 
the couple from attending togeth¬ 
er, they can get a judge to overrule 
them - and still leave the sweet¬ 
hearts time to pick out a corsage. 

Job, housing protections 

The Employment and Hous¬ 
ing Non-discrimination Act (AB 
1001), from Villaraigosa, adds 
“sexual orientation” to the list of 
protected classes, including race, 
ethnicity, and gender, in the Fair 
Employment and Housing Act. 

Twenty years in the making, 
previous versions of the bill had 
been vetoed by former Governors 
George Deukmejian and Pete Wil¬ 
son, noted Villaraigosa’s aide 
McBride, who said she started 
working on the issue in 1979. She 
said that companies throughout 
the state who have not done so 
will now add “sexual orientation” 
to their non-discrimination em¬ 
ployment clauses, and gays and 
lesbians who can show discrimi¬ 
nation in hiring or in housing will 
have much stronger cases in 
court. Asked to comment on the 
bill’s passage, assuming Davis’s 
expected signature, McBride said, 
“It makes me feel good, real good. 
If anything goes wrong at this 
point, I’ll have to chain myself to 
someone’s desk.” 

Life without parole 

Passed unanimously in the 
Senate, and with a strong 59-15 
vote in the Assembly, the Hate 
Crimes Penalty Enhancement Act 
(AB 208) from Knox sets a mini¬ 
mum penalty of life without pa¬ 
role for killers motivated by hate 
due to the sexual orientation, 
gender, or disability of their vic¬ 
tim. Currently, the minimum life 
sentence applies only to murders 
motivated by race, ethnicity, or 
country of origin. The governor 
has made no public statements 
about this bill, but the strong vote 
in both houses is thought to give 


it a fighting chance. 

HIV case reporting 

Using a “unique identifier” 
code, this landmark bill (AB 103) 
from Migden will create a 
statewide confidential system for 
tracking new HIV cases. Current¬ 
ly the state compiles statistics only 
on diagnosed AIDS cases. 

Passed by both houses on a 
strong bipartisan vote, and initi¬ 
ated in response to a mandate 
from the federal Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control and Prevention re¬ 
quiring that states implement ei¬ 
ther a names-based or a confiden¬ 
tial reporting system, the bill was 
“designed to provide improved 
data to help fight the HIV epi¬ 
demic while providing maximum 
protection for patients’ confiden¬ 
tiality,” said Migden. 

New York state passed a 
names-based reporting system 
last year. 

SFAF’s Dillon, co-chair of the 
California Statewide Surveillance 
Coalition that spearheaded the 
fight for passage of the bill, said he 
was “extremely pleased” with AB 
103’s passage, which “represents 
over two years of work.” The new 
system will gather “critical data on 
the HIV epidemic without driving 
people away from testing and 
treatment,” he said. 

One surprising side note: state 
Senator Jackie Speier (D-San 
Francisco/San Mateo) inexplica¬ 
bly voted against AB 103, an act 
Dillon termed “shocking and dis¬ 
appointing.” Speier’s office did 
not return repeated calls from the 
B.A.R. seeking comment. 

Back to work? 

With the advent of protease in¬ 
hibitors and combination treat¬ 
ments, many disabled people with 
AIDS have been able to regain and 
maintain their health, and wish to 
return to work. With the passage 
of the MediCal “Back to Work” 
bill, AB 155 - another big win 
from Migden - disabled people 
who lose their Social Security 
benefits when they go back to 
work will still be eligible to receive 
MediCal benefits, which they may 
pay for on a sliding scale. 

No marijuana ID cards 

The Medicinal Marijuana ID 
Program (AB 848) by state Sena¬ 
tor John Vasconcellos (D-Santa 
Clara) was waylaid by a suggested 
veto and by a bizarre attempted 
end run by state Attorney Gener¬ 
al Bill Lockyer, pressured by state 
narcotics and police officers asso¬ 
ciations, to make participation in 
the program mandatory - which 
would have forced users of med¬ 
ical marijuana to carry an ID 
card, and have their names en¬ 
tered into a “confidential” 
statewide registry. ▼

I n what could be a landmark 
lawsuit testing San Francisco’s 
non-discrimination policies, a 
Starbucks employee is suing the 
coffee corporation for sexual ha¬ 
rassment and discrimination, 
charging that he endured male- 
on-male harassment on a daily 
basis for several months and that 
his complaints were ignored by 
his supervisors and management. 

The suit, filed in San Francisco 
Superior Court on Monday, Sep¬ 
tember 13, on behalf of Peter 
Eastwood, states that Eastwood 
took a job as a barista at the Star- 
bucks store at 8th and Market 
streets in November 1998 under 
the premise that he would be 
granted a promotion in three 
months. 

Almost immediately, the suit 
alleges, a gay male assistant man¬ 
ager and a shift supervisor began

making sexual comments and of¬ 
fers to Eastwood in exchange for 
his promotion. Eastwood claims 
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that the shift supervisor repeated¬ 
ly fondled his nipples, and that 
when this happened in front of a 
store manager, she turned her 
head. 

Eastwood also says that the as¬ 
sistant manager continuously de¬ 
scribed sexual acts to Eastwood, 
and asked Eastwood to be his 
“daddy,” stating that he would 
“bend over” for him. 

A third supervisor who began 
working at the store in January 
1999 also began to harass East- 
wood, according to the suit. On 
one occasion, this supervisor al¬ 
legedly rubbed his penis to the 
point of erection and then 
brushed up against Eastwood. 
When Eastwood went to the back 
of the store to wash dishes, the su¬ 
pervisor was sitting in a chair with 
his pants unbuttoned and his 
penis exposed. 

Each time Eastwood com¬ 
plained to management, the suit 
states, he was told to “get over it,” 
that he was “blowing things out of 
proportion,” and that he was a 
“drama queen.” 

Soon after he complained of 
sexual harassment, Eastwood re¬ 
ceived his 90-day evaluation and 
was denied his promotion, despite 
having his work praised by man¬ 
agement. 

Eastwood’s lawsuit charges 
that refusing to grant him a pro¬ 
motion was retaliation. The suit 
also charges sexual harassment 
and discrimination based on sex¬ 
ual orientation. Eastwood said 
that because the incidents in¬ 
volved gay men, Starbucks man¬ 
agement did not treat the case as 
harassment. 

“As a gay man complaining of 
things of a sexual nature, I got no 
respect,” Eastwood told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “Nobody took it se¬ 
riously, and there was no way to 
get any recourse.” 

Although the company has not 
yet seen the complaint, Starbucks 
is investigating the matter thor¬ 
oughly, according to corporate 
spokesperson Alan Gulick. 

“We take allegations such as 
these very seriously,” Gulick told 
the B.A.R. “Discrimination and 
harassment are contrary to our 
values, and we are committed to 
resolving the matter.” 

Starbucks has a non-discrimi¬ 
nation policy of its own that in¬ 
cludes sexual orientation, accord¬ 
ing to Gulick. 

Eastwood transferred to the 
Santa Rosa Starbucks in February 
1999, due to stress and frustration 
with his work environment, ac¬ 
cording to Geoff Kors, Eastwood’s 
attorney. 

“What he went through was 
horrendous,” Kors told the B.A.R. 
“It’s time for corporate America 
to wake up and treat gay people 
the same as everybody else.” 

Eastwood said his experience 
at Starbucks has been “ironic,” in 
that most of the managers who 
refused to hear his complaints 
were gay or lesbian themselves. 

“They were coming from cer¬ 
tain assumptions about gay peo¬ 
ple,” said Eastwood, “and they 
don’t even have an excuse.” T 
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m NIH research showed people taking CRIXIVAN in triple therapy lived 
longer and experienced fewer opportunistic infections. 

Recent year-long research conducted by the National Institutes of Health (Protocol ACTG 320) studied over 1,000 
patients and confirmed results from another study The group of patients receiving CRIXIVAN along with 3TC and 
AZT achieved a reduction in deaths and AIDS-defining illnesses over those taking 3TC and AZT alone. This reduction 
was significant enough for the NIH to recommend the study be stopped, so that all participants could benefit from the 
findings. Because the study was ended early there was insufficient data to determine the statistical impact of CRIXIVAN 
on survival. 


* CRIXIVAN in triple therapy continues to hold serum viral load down 
below the limit of detection at the one year mark. 

In a separate, ongoing landmark study over 90% of the 31 patients receiving CRIXIVAN, AZT, and 3TC reduced their HIV 
serum viral load below the limit of detection after 24 weeks (as measured by available tests; the virus may still be 
present in other organ systems). Importantly the limited number of patients who chose to stay with the study for 
longer periods of time maintained these results through the one year mark. 

* CRIXIVAN is generally well tolerated. 

CRIXIVAN can be taken with a light meal or on an empty stomach. There are side effects associated with protease 
inhibitors in general and CRIXIVAN in particular Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN may develop kidney stones. For 
some, this can lead to more severe kidney problems including kidney failure. Drinking at least 6 glasses of water each day 
may help reduce the chance of forming a kidney stone. Other side effects reported include rapid breakdown of red blood 
cells and liver problems. There are some common medications and AIDS-related medications you should not take 
with CRIXIVAN. As with other protease inhibitors, severe muscle pain and weakness have occurred in patients also taking 
cholesterol-lowering medicines called "statins’.’ Discuss all medications you are taking or plan to take with your doctor 
Additionally as with other protease inhibitors, increased bleeding in some patients with hemophilia and increased blood 
sugar levels or diabetes have been reported. Please read the following page for detailed information on side effects and dosing.

Please read this information before you start taking CRIXIVAN. Also, you should read the information included with CRIXIVAN each time you receive your prescription, just in case anything has changed. 
Remember, this information does not take the place of careful discussions with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss CRIXIVAN when you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. 
You should remain under a doctor's care when using CRIXIVAN and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 


Whatis CRIXIVAN? 

CRIXIVAN is an oral capsule used for the treatment of HIV (Human Immunodeficiency Virus). 
HIV is the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune deficiency syndrome). CRIXIVAN 
is a type of HIV drug called a protease (PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. 

Ho w does C RIXIVA N work? 

CRIXIVAN is a protease inhibitor that fights HIV. CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances of getting 
illnesses associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN can also help lower the amount of HIV in your body (called 
“viral load”) and raise your CD4 (T) cell count. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in all patients. 
CRIXIVAN is usually prescribed with other anti-HIV drugs such as ZDV (also called AZT), 3TC, 
ddl, ddC, or d4T. CRIXIVAN works differently from these other anti-HIV drugs. Talk with your doc¬ 
tor about how you should take CRIXIVAN. 

CRIXIVAN has been studied in adults. The safety and effectiveness of CRIXIVAN in children and 
adolescents have not been established. 

How should I take CRIXIV A N ? 

There are six important things you must do to help you benefit from CRIXIVAN: 

1. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every day as prescribed by your doctor. Continue taking CRIXIVAN 
unless your doctor tells you to stop. Take the exact amount of CRIXIVAN that your doctor tells you to 
take, right from the very start. To help make sure you will benefit from CRIXIVAN, you must not skip 
doses or take “drug holidays.” If you don’t take CRIXIVAN as prescribed, the activity of CRIXIVAN may 
be reduced (due to resistance). 

2. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every 8 hours around the clock, every day. It may be easier 
to remember to take CRIXIVAN if you take it at the same time every day. If you have questions 
about when to take CRIXIVAN, your doctor or health care provider can help you decide what 
schedule works for you. 

3. If you miss a dose by more than 2 hours, wait and then take the next dose at the 
regularly scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by less than 2 hours, take your 
missed dose immediately. Then take your next dose at the regularly scheduled time. Do not 
take more or less than your prescribed dose of CRIXIVAN at any one time. 

4. Take CRIXIVAN with water. You can also take CRIXIVAN with other beverages such as skim 
or non-fat milk, juice, coffee, or tea. 

5. Ideally, take each dose of CRIXIVAN without food but with water at least one hour 
before or two hours after a meal. Or you can take CRIXIVAN with a light meal. Examples 
of light meals include: 

- dry toast with jelly, juice, and coffee (with §kjm or non-fat milk and sugar if you want) 

- com flakes with skim or non-fat milk and sugar 

Do not take CRIXIVAN at the same time as any meals that are high in calories, fat, and protein 
(for example — a bacon and egg breakfast). When taken at the same time as CRIXIVAN, 
these foods can interfere with CRIXIVAN being absorbed into your bloodstream and may 
lessen its effect. 

6. It is critical that you drink at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid (preferably water) 
throughout the day, every day. CRIXIVAN can cause kidney stones. Having enough 
fluids in your body should help reduce the chances of forming a kidney stone. Call your 
doctor or other health care provider if you develop kidney pains (middle to lower stomach 
or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Does CRIXIVAN cure HIV or AIDS? 

CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking CRIXIVAN may still develop infections or 
other conditions associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important for you to remain under 
the care of a doctor. Although CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS, CRIXIVAN can help reduce 
your chances of getting illnesses, including death, associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN may not have 
these effects in all patients. 

Does CRIXIVAN reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

CRIXIVAN has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual contact 
or blood contamination. 

Who sh ould not take CRIXIVAN? 

Do not take CRIXIVAN if you have had a serious allergic reaction to CRIXIVAN or any of its 
components. 

What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with mv doctor? 

Talk to your doctor if: 

■ You are pregnant or if you become pregnant while you are taking CRIXIVAN. We do not yet 
know how CRIXIVAN affects pregnant women or their developing babies. 

■ You are breast-feeding. You should stop breast-feeding if you are taking CRIXIVAN. 

Also talk to your doctor if you have: 

■ Problems with your liver, especially if you have mild or moderate liver disease caused 
by cirrhosis. 

■ Problems with your kidneys. 

■ Diabetes 

■ Hemophilia 

■ High cholesterol and you are taking cholesterol-lowering medicines called “statins.” 

Tell your doctor about any medicines you are taking or plan to take, including 
non-prescription medicines. 


Can CRIXIVAN be t a ken with other medications?* * 

Drugs you should not take with CRIXIVAN: 

SELDANE® (terfenadine) HISMANAL® (astemizole) 

VERSED® (midazolam) HALCION® (triazolam) 

PROPULSID® (cisapride) Ergot medications (e.g., Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

Taking CRIXIVAN with the above medications could result in serious or life-threatenina problems 
(such as irregular heartbeat or excessive sleepiness). 

In addition, you should,not take CRIXIVAN with rifampin, known as RIFADIN®, RIFAMATE®, 
RIFATER®, or RIMACTANE®. 

Drugs you can take with CRIXIVAN include: 

RETROVIR® (zidovudine, ZDV also called AZT) BIAXIN® (clarithromycin) 

TAGAMET® (cimetidine) isoniazid (INH) 

DIFLUCAN® (fluconazole) ORTHO-NOVUM 1 /35® (oral contraceptive) 

EPIVIR'” (lamivudine, 3TC) ZERIT® (stavudine, d4T) 

BACTRIM®/SEPTRA® (trimethoprim/sulfamethoxazole) 

VIDEX® (didanosine, ddl) — If you take CRIXIVAN with VIDEX®, take them at least one hour apart. 
MYCOBUTIN® (rifabutin) — If you take CRIXIVAN with MYCOBUTIN®, your doctor may adjust 
both the dose of MYCOBUTIN and the dose of CRIXIVAN. 

NIZORAL® (ketoconazole) — If you take CRIXIVAN with NIZORAL®, your doctor may adjust the dose 
of CRIXIVAN. 

Talk to your doctor about any medications you are taking. 

What are the possible side effects of CRIXIVAN? 

Like all prescription drugs, CRIXIVAN can cause side effects. The following is not a complete list of 
side effects reported with CRIXIVAN when taken either alone or with other anti-HIV drugs. Do not rely 
on this page alone for information about side effects. Your doctor can discuss with you a more 
complete list of side effects. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN developed kidney stones. In some of these patients 
this led to more severe kidney problems, including kidney failure or inflammation of the kid¬ 
neys. Drinking at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid (preferably water) each day should 
help reduce the chances of forming a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care 
provider if you develop kidney pains (middle to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 
Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had rapid breakdown of red blood cells (hemolytic 
anemia) which in some cases was severe or resulted in death. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had liver problems including liver failure and death. Some 
patients had other illnesses or were taking other drugs. It is uncertain if CRIXIVAN caused these 
liver problems. 

Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) have occurred in patients taking protease 
inhibitors. In some of these patients, this led to ketoacidosis, a serious condition caused by 
poorly controlled blood sugar. Some patients had diabetes before starting protease inhibitors, 
others did not. Some patients required adjustments to their diabetes medication. Others needed 
new diabetes medication. 

In some patients with hemophilia, increased bleeding has been reported. 

Severe muscle pain and weakness have occurred in patients taking protease inhibitors, including 
CRIXIVAN, together with some of the cholesterol-lowering medicines called “statins." Call your 
doctor if you develop severe muscle pain or weakness. 

Clinical Studies 

Increases in bilirubin (one laboratory test of liver function) have been reported in approximately 
10% of patients. Usually, this finding has not been associated with liver problems. However, on 
rare occasions, a person may develop yellowing of the skin and/or eyes. 

Side effects occurring in 2% or more of patients included: abdominal pain, fatigue or weakness, 
flank pain, feeling unwell, nausea, diarrhea, vomiting, acid regurgitation, loss of appetite, dry 
mouth, back pain, headache, trouble sleeping, dizziness, taste changes, rash, upper respiratory 
infection, dry skin, and sore throat. 

Swollen kidneys due to blocked urine flow occurred rarely. 

Marketing Experience 

Other side effects reported since CRIXIVAN has been marketed 
include: allergic reactions; severe skin reactions; abdominal 
swelling; inflammation of the kidneys; inflammation of the 
pancreas; increased fat appearing in areas such as the neck, 
breasts, abdomen, and back; change in skin color; hair loss; 
ingrown toenails with or without infection; crystals in the urine; 
and numbness of the mouth. 

Tell your doctor promptly about these or any other unusual 
symptoms. If the condition persists or worsens, seek 
medical attention. 

H ow should I st ore CR IXI VAN cap sules? 

■ Keep CRIXIVAN capsules in the bottle they came in and at 
room temperature (59°F-86°F). 

■ Keep CRIXIVAN capsules dry by leaving the small desiccant 
“pillow" in the bottle. Keep the bottle closed. 


This medication is prescribed for a particular condition. Do not use it for any other condition or give it to anybody else. Keep CRIXIVAN and 
all medicines out of the reach of children. If you suspect that more than the prescribed dose of this medicine has been taken, contact your 
local poison control center or emergency room immediately.

certain events beyond a reason¬ 
able doubt. 

The defense pointed out that 
during the entire first three inter¬ 
views Carroll gave to police about 
the assault, not once did he men¬ 
tion that Mora had said, “faggot.” 
In fact, the defense said, Carroll’s 
“faggot” recollection - as well as 
his assertion that Mora banged 
Wilmes’s head against the pave¬ 
ment after Wilmes went down - 
did not come until after the pub¬ 
lic and media had speculated 
whether the incident was a hate 
crime. Additionally, the defense 
called to the stand a police officer 
who had arrested Carroll for 
using counterfeit money. This in¬ 
formation could lead the jury to 
believe that Carroll is a fraud. 

Comparatively, when the de¬ 
fense’s main witness Silvia Elena 
Vanegas could not recall details, 
she was firm in asserting that she 
could not remember. Vanegas, 
who was driving Mora around on 
the night of March 12,1998 while 
he jumped out to attack almost 
anything in his path, never once 
tried to guess to fill in the gaps in 


her story. Even when pressed for 
more specifics - such as if she and 
Mora were in the car for an hour 
or for 10 minutes, Vanegas main¬ 
tained her uncertainty. 

“I really don’t know how much 
time passed,” Vanegas told prose¬ 
cutor Murlene Randle. “So much 
was going on.” 

Vanegas then told the jury that 
Mora did not harbor a bias or 
prejudice against any one group 
of people. 

“Edgard isn’t like that,” said 
Vanegas, noting that the two of 
them had frequently gone to gay 
dance clubs together and there 
was never any problem. 

Vanegas also stated an impor¬ 
tant detail, that she never saw 
Mora hit Wilmes, nor did she tell 
Mora that he hit Wilmes. 

“I don’t know what Edgard 
said I told him,” Vanegas said, “but 
I told him what I saw. I saw a man 
on the ground.” 

Mora, in fact, did say that 
Vanegas told him he had hit a 
man. Mora had blacked out most 
of the evening, according to his 
taped police interview, but even¬ 
tually remembered that he was 
standing over a man on the 
ground before he ran across the 
street to Vanegas’s car. 


The taped interview portrayed 
Mora as a quiet, ashamed man 
who had too much to drink the 
night before and was aware that 
he had “probably” hurt someone. 

While police never told him he 
was being investigated for a hate 
crime, they did ask Mora if he had 
problems with blacks, gays, or 
other groups. 

“I deal with all types of peo¬ 
ple,” Mora answered, almost sur¬ 
prised by the question. 

In the interview, Mora mostly 
focused on his alcohol problem, 
repeating that he was trying to 
make himself “a better person,” 
and therefore had cut back on his 
drinking. 

In light of the interview - 
where Mora seems genuinely con¬ 
fused but also articulate about the 
kind of person he is - the prose¬ 
cution may be in for a tough fight. 

Randle - already dismayed by 
the fact that the court rejected her 
motion to challenge the jury se¬ 
lection that systematically exclud¬ 
ed all gays and lesbians - may 
have to build her case on Mora’s 
admitting that he knew his poten¬ 
tial for violence when he drank. 
Whether that fact alone will be 
enough to prove murder and a 
hate crime remains to be seen. T

Jenny Jones television talk 
show was sentenced Tuesday, Sep¬ 
tember 14, to 25-50 years in prison. 

Jonathan Schmitz was con¬ 
victed on August 26 for the 
March 1995 death of Scott Ame- 
dure, who confessed to a homo¬ 
sexual crush on Schmitz during 
an appearance on the Jenny Jones 
show. Schmitz claimed he was 
humiliated by the experience. 

During his sentencing in Pon¬ 


tiac, Michigan, Schmitz apolo¬ 
gized to Amedure’s family. 

“I’d like to ask God for for¬ 
giveness,” Schmitz told the court. 

Tuesdays sentencing reaffirmed 
the sentence imposed against 
Schmitz in 1996 when he was first 
convicted of second-degree murder. 
That conviction was overturned due 
to errors in jury selection. 

During the second trial, the 
court prohibited defense attorney 
Jerome Sabbota from bringing up 
Schmitz’s mental history. The at¬ 
torney also decided against blam¬ 


ing the show or calling Jenny 
Jones to testify. 

The night before the shooting, 
Amedure left Schmitz a sugges¬ 
tive note with a blinking con¬ 
struction light. 

On the Jenny Jones segment 
on secret crushes, which never 
aired, Amedure confessed to a 
whip-cream fantasy involving 
Schmitz. Schmitz had said he 
thought the secret crush in¬ 
volved a woman, although he 
had been warned it could involve 
a man. T

In order to take Ziagen safely, you should read all of the information 
in this Medication Guide each time you fill your prescription for Ziagen. 


What is the most important information I should know about 

Ziagen? 

About 5% of patients (5 in 100) who take Ziagen have a 
hypersensitivity reaction (a serious allergic reaction) that may 
result in death. If you have skin rash or two or more of the 
following sets of symptoms, you may be having this kind 
of reaction: 

• fever 

• nausea, vomiting, diarrhea, or abdominal pain 

• severe tiredness, achiness, or generally ill feeling 

A written list of these symptoms is on the Warning Card provided 
by your pharmacist. You should carry this Warning Card with you. 

IF YOU NOTICE THESE SYMPTOMS WHILE TAKING ZIAGEN, 
STOP TAKING ZIAGEN AND CALL YOUR DOCTOR IMMEDIATELY. 

If you must stop treatment with Ziagen because you have had this 
serious reaction, NEVER TAKE ZIAGEN AGAIN. If you take Ziagen 
again after you have had this serious reaction, WITHIN HOURS 
you may experience LIFE-THREATENING symptoms that may 
include LOWERING OF YOUR BLOOD PRESSURE OR DEATH. 

Ziagen can have other serious side effects. Be sure to read “What 
are the possible side effects of Ziagen?” in the section to the right. 


What is Ziagen? 

Ziagen is a medication used to treat HIV infection. Ziagen is taken 
by mouth as a tablet or a strawberry-banana flavored liquid. It 
belongs to a class of anti-HIV medicines called nucleoside analogue 
reverse transcriptase inhibitors (NRTIs). Ziagen is only proven to 
work when taken in combination with other anti-HIV medications. 
When used in combination with these other medications, 
Ziagen helps lower the amount of HIV found in your blood and keep 
your immune system as healthy as possible so that it can 
help fight infection. However, Ziagen does not have these effects 
in all patients. 

Ziagen does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. At this time, there is no 
evidence that Ziagen will help you live longer or have fewer of the 
medical problems that are associated with HIV infection or AIDS. 
Because of this, you must be sure to be seen regularly by your 
health care provider. 

Who should not take Ziagen? 

Do not take Ziagen if you have ever had a hypersensitivity reaction (a 
serious allergic reaction) to Ziagen. In such cases, you should return 
all of your unused Ziagen to your doctor or pharmacist for proper 
disposal. 

How should l take Ziagen? 

Take Ziagen exactly as your doctor prescribes it. 

The usual dosage for adults (at least 16 years of age) is one 
300-mg tablet twice a day. 


Adolescents and children from 3 months to 16 years of age 
can also take Ziagen™ (abacavir sulfate) Tablets and Oral Solution. 
Your doctor will tell you if the oral solution or tablet is best for 
your child. 

Also, your child’s doctor will decide the right dose based on your 
child’s weight and age. Ziagen has not been studied in children under 
3 months of age. 

Ziagen can be taken with food or on an empty stomach. 

To help make sure that your anti-HIV therapy is as effective as it can 
be, be very careful to take all of your medication exactly as your 
doctor prescribed it and do not skip any doses. 

If you miss a dose of Ziagen, take the missed dose immediately. Then, 
take the next dose at the regularly scheduled time. 

When your supply of Ziagen and other anti-HIV drugs starts to run 
low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. It is very important 
that you take anti-HIV drugs as prescribed by your doctor because 
the amount of virus in your blood may increase if one or more of 
the drugs is stopped, even for a short time. 

What should i avoid while taking Ziaaen? 

Ziagen has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to 
others through sexual contact or blood contamination. Continue 
to practice safe sex while using Ziagen. Do not use or share 
dirty needles. 

Talk to your doctor if you are pregnant or if you become pregnant 
while taking Ziagen. Ziagen has not been studied in pregnant 
women and the risk to the unborn child is not known. 

Mothers with HIV should not breastfeed their infants because HIV 
in the breast milk can be passed to the infant. 

What are the possible or reasonably likely side effects of Ziaaen? 

Some people have had a hypersensitivity reaction (a serious allergic 
reaction) to Ziagen, which can be fatal. Instructions on how to 
recognize a possible reaction, as well as what to do if such a reaction 
is suspected, are discussed in the section “What is the most 
important information I should know about Ziagen?” 

The class of medicines to which Ziagen belongs (NRTIs) can cause 
a condition called lactic acidosis, together with an enlarged liver. In 
some cases, this condition can be fatal. Women are more likely 
than men to experience this rare but serious side effect. 

Ziagen can cause other side effects. In studies, the most common 
side effects with Ziagen were nausea, vomiting, malaise or fatigue, 
headache, diarrhea, and loss of appetite. Most of these side effects 
did not cause people to stop taking Ziagen. This listing of side 
effects is not complete. Your doctor or pharmacist can discuss 
with you a more complete list of side effects with Ziagen. Talk to 
your doctor promptly about any side effects you have. 

Medicines are sometimes prescribed for purposes other than 
those listed in a Medication Guide. Ask a health care professional 
about any concerns about Ziagen. Professional labeling is available 
to your doctor and other health care professionals. If you want 
more information, ask your doctor or pharmacist to let you read 
the professional labeling.

for HIV (Human Immunodeficiency Virus) Infection 
Generic name: lamivudine/zidovudine tablets 

Please read this information before you start taking COMBIVIR 
(pronounced KOM-bi-veer). Staying informed will help you to work more 
closely with your doctor and healthcare team to determine what is best for 
you. Remember, this information does not take the place of careful 
discussion with your healthcare provider. You should remain under a 
doctor’s care when using COMBIVIR and should not change or stop 
treatment without first talking with your healthcare provider. 

What is COMBIVIR? 

COMBIVIR is the brand name of a tablet that combines 
EPIVIR® Tablets (lamivudine tablets) [3TC®] and RETROVIR® 
(zidovudine) Tablets [ZDV], two drugs which are used to treat 
HIV (human immunodeficiency virus). HIV is the virus that 
causes AIDS (acquired immune deficiency syndrome). 

How does COMBIVIR work? 

COMBIVIR is a combination of lamivudine (la-MIV-u-deen) and zidovudine 
(zT-DOHV-u-deen), two medicines (nucleoside analogues) that slow down 
the replication of the HIV virus. This can reduce the virus’ ability to infect 
new cells. It may help lower the amount of HIV in your body (called “viral 
load”) and raise your CD4 (T) cell count. Lamivudine plus zidovudine when 
used together can have stronger (synergistic) effects against the virus. 
COMBIVIR is a convenient way of taking lamivudine and zidovudine. 
COMBIVIR should usually be taken with other anti-HIV therapy. 


Yes, taking one COMBIVIR Tablet twice a day is the same as taking one 
EPIVIR 150 mg Tablet twice a day and either two RETROVIR 100 mg 
Capsules three times a day or one RETROVIR 300 mg Tablet twice a day. 

How should I take COMBIVIR? 

Take COMBIVIR as your doctor prescribes it. The recommended dose is 
one COMBIVIR Tablet orally two times a day, with or without food. To help 
make sure you will benefit from COMBIVIR, you must not skip doses or 
take “drug holidays.” 

What should I do if I miss a dose of COMBIVIR? 

If you miss a dose by more than 4 hours, wait and then take the next dose 
at the regularly scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by less than 4 
hours, take your missed dose immediately. Then take your next dose at the 
regularly scheduled time. Do not take more or less than your prescribed 
dose of COMBIVIR at any one time. 

Does COMBIVIR cure HIV infection or AIDS? 

No, there is not a cure for HIV infection or AIDS. People taking COMBIVIR 
may still develop infections or other illnesses associated with HIV. Because 
of this, it is very important to remain under the care of a healthcare 
provider. Use of lamivudine plus zidovudine has been shown to help 
patients with HIV infection stay healthy and live longer. 

Does COMBIVIR reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

No, COMBIVIR, as well as other HIV medications, has not been shown 
to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual contact or blood 
contamination. 

Who should not take COMBIVIR? 

You should not take COMBIVIR if you have had a serious allergic reaction 
to either lamivudine or zidovudine. 

Do not take COMBIVIR at the same time as EPIVIR or RETROVIR because 
they also contain lamivudine and zidovudine. 

Individual dosing with EPIVIR plus RETROVIR, rather than COMBIVIR, 
should be considered for: 

■ A child under 12 years of age. 

■ A patient who weighs less than 110 pounds. 

■ Anyone who requires dosage adjustments due to drug side effects or poor 
kidney function.

What medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my 
healthcare provider? 

Talk to your healthcare provider if: 

■ You are pregnant or if you become pregnant while taking COMBIVIR® 
(lamivudine 150 mg/zidovudine 300 mg) Tablets. Ask your doctor about 
enrolling you in the Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry: 1-800-258-4263. 

■ You are breastfeeding. Mothers infected with HIV should not 
breastfeed their infants because HIV is present in breast milk. 

Also talk to your doctor about: 

■ Problems with your blood counts. 

■ Problems with your muscles. 

■ Problems with your kidneys. 

■ Problems with your liver, especially if you have mild or moderate liver 
disease, such as hepatitis. 

Can COMBIVIR be taken with other medications? 

Yes, COMBIVIR can be taken with most medications, including most 
anti-HIV drugs. Be sure to tell your healthcare provider about all 
medications, over-the-counter or prescription, that you are taking. 

What are the possible side effects of COMBIVIR? 

Do not rely on this summary alone for information about side effects. Your 
healthcare provider can discuss with you a more complete list 
of side effects that may be relevant to you. 

The safety of COMBIVIR is not expected to be different from the safety of 
EPIVIR and RETROVIR given separately. 

In clinical studies of lamivudine plus zidovudine, side effects occurring 
in 5% or more of patients included: muscle and joint pain, headache, 
nausea, weakness and fatigue, nasal symptoms, though, diarrhea, 
nausea and vomiting, neuropathy, trouble sleeping, fever or chills, loss of 
appetite, dizziness, abdominal pain or cramps, depression, skin rashes, and 
indigestion. 

It’s important to know that serious side effects can occur with 
COMBIVIR, such as a decrease in red and white blood cells and muscle 
damage. A buildup of lactic acid and an enlarged liver, including fatal cases, 
have been reported rarely with some HIV drugs, including nucleoside 
analogues. 

For HIV-infected individuals, periodic blood tests are recommended. 
If certain changes occur in your laboratory results while you are taking 
COMBIVIR, particularly if you become anemic or if your white blood cell 
count falls too low, your medication may need to be adjusted; your doctor 
may prescribe EPIVIR plus RETROVIR separately in place of COMBIVIR. 
Tell your doctor promptly about any side effects or other unusual 
symptoms you may experience. 

Other Information 

This medication is prescribed for a particular condition. Do not 
use it for any other condition or give it to anybody else. Keep 
COMBIVIR and all medicines out of the reach of children. 

Like most prescription drugs, lamivudine and zidovudine were required to 
be tested on animals before they were allowed for human use. In animal 
studies with doses much higher than those used in humans, zidovudine 
was associated with vaginal tumors. Your healthcare provider can tell you 
more about how drugs are tested on animals and what the results of these 
tests may mean about safety for you. 

How should I store COMBIVIR Tablets? 

COMBIVIR Tablets may be stored at room temperature and do not 
require refrigeration. 

This provides a summary of information about COMBIVIR. If you have any 
questions or concerns about COMBIVIR or HIV, talk to your healthcare 
provider.

of a frightening variety were given 
a moment to tell their stories. 

Among the speakers at Resolve 
to Stop the Violence Project Day 
(RSVP) at 3Com Park were the 
families of Gary Matson and 
Winfield Mowder of 
Happy Valley, California, 
a gay couple whose bru¬ 
tal alleged dual murder by 
two brothers also suspected 
of burning down syna¬ 
gogues proves that hate is 
equal opportunity de¬ 
stroyer. 

Kudos to the Gi¬ 
ants and the San Fran¬ 
cisco Sheriff’s Depart¬ 
ment for creating the 
second annual event of its kind. 
Three dollars from each ticket 
sold will support violence preven¬ 
tion and victim empowerment 
programs. Giants reps noted an 
estimated $3,000 was made. 

Beyond dollars, the idea of 
doing such an event at a ball game 
remains unique among pro 
teams, and an event not to be 
missed. 

It was unfortunate that my 
date and I, uh, slept in. But my 
support could not be more sin¬ 
cere. So, thanking the gods that of 
all the times we’d been assaulted, 
our eyes were spared, we pretend¬ 
ed we were blind, and resorted to 
AM radio. 

Listening to the game, as mil¬ 
lions of pre-TV fans have, making 
baseball stars with our imagina¬ 
tions, the humming sound re¬ 
minded me of Saturday afternoon 
barber shops.

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Voters leaning towards 
the Knight initiative

v - hile two new polls 
showed continuing sup- 
' • port for the Knight initia¬ 
tive, which would in effect ban 
any future recognition of gay 
marriage in California, the cam¬ 
paign to defeat the ballot measure 
downplayed the polls’ significance 
and challenged its author, state 
Senator Pete Knight (R- Palm¬ 
dale) to a debate. 

One poll of 989 likely voters, 
released last Thursday, September 
9, by the nonpartisan Public Poli¬ 
cy Institute of California, indicat¬ 
ed the greatest level of support for 


the initiative of any public poll 
taken to date. Sixty-three percent 
of the respondents said they fa¬ 
vored the Knight initiative, which 
will be on the March 7, 2000 bal¬ 
lot. Just 34 percent said they were 
opposed, while only 3 percent 
were undecided. 

The following day, a Field Poll 
of 696 registered voters showed 
that while only one-third of re¬ 
spondents had heard of the 
Knight initiative, when told that 
the initiative “adds a provision to 
the state’s family code and pro¬ 
vides that only marriage between 
a man or woman is recognized in 
the state of California,” 57 percent 
said they were in favor, 39 percent

were opposed, and 4 percent said 
they were undecided. These num¬ 
bers were virtually unchanged 
from a Field Poll taken in March. 

“Almost any state ballot mea¬ 
sure that’s going to pass needs to 
start in the high 60s, so they’re in 
a very tough position,” said San 
Francisco Supervisor Mark Leno, 
who recently used a break from 
his City Hall duties to go on a 
statewide speaking tour for the 
No on Knight campaign. “And 
we’re in a tough position too, be¬ 
cause we’re talking about a very 
tough subject.” 

Mike Marshall, campaign 
manager for No on Knight, em¬ 
phasized that many polls will be 
taken between now and the elec¬ 
tion, and said that “people are 
very much against discrimination 
of gays and lesbians.” 

“The closer we get to March 7, 
and certainly once we pass the 
November election, we’re going to 
see a lot of headlines. This is the 
civil rights issue of the day,” said 
Leno. A member of the No on 
Knight campaign’s board of di¬ 
rectors, Leno said that as voters 
are educated about who the bill’s 
proponents are - he called them 
“the dark forces of the world” - 
and what the measure seeks to do, 
sentiments will shift. 

On Tuesday September 14,

Election Day off can go 
~ make some extra cash as a 
poll worker on Tuesday, Novem¬ 
ber 2, at various locations around 
the city. 

Due to a need for more poll 
workers, the Department of Elec¬ 
tions is actively recruiting indi¬ 
viduals to give their services at 
ballot box locations throughout 
the city. Staffing polling sites with 
responsible poll workers has be¬ 
come a nationwide problem, 
sometimes resulting in miscounts 
or delays. To ensure that San 
Francisco’s elections go well, the 
city needs over 3,500 poll workers. 

To be eligible, you must be a 
U.S. citizen at least 18 years of age 
who is registered to vote in San 
Francisco. Or, if you are a high 
school student, you must be be¬ 
tween the ages of 16 and 17 and 
currently attending a San Francis¬ 
co high school.

occasionally referring to scripts, it 
often had the heft of a full-scale 
production under Wayne Bryan’s 
direction.

sadness and anger do burst forth. 

Much of the material is rooted 
in a humor that plays on the ab¬ 
surdities of the system, though 
Hughes’ observations vary widely 
in their sharpness. But she’s ex¬ 
pert at deflating stereotypes. “I’m 
not a pedophile,” she says, “but I 
am something of a pedophobe.” 
She doesn’t really hate children, 
she clarifies, just what is done in 
their name. 

A highly personal documen¬ 
tary, Preaching to the Perverted still 
suggests a fact-based enterprise. 
But there is evidence that artistic 
license has been evoked. 

Pointing out one of the most 
outlandish attacks against her, 
Hughes reports that political 
columnist David Gergen wrote in 
U.S. News and World Report that 
she put her hand up her mother’s 
vagina on stage, before the maga¬ 
zine ran a correction in a subse¬ 
quent issue. In fact, he wrote that 
she put her hand up her own 
vagina, before the magazine cor¬ 
rected that somewhat less inflam¬ 
matory mistake. 

Hughes is serious about her 
stuff, but she’s also in show busi¬ 
ness. She may be preaching, but 
she knows how to sell the mes¬ 
sage. T

isitors to a Supreme Court 
hearing must sit in silence 
for an hour before the jus¬ 
tices appear. There is no talking at 
the Supreme Court, they are scold¬ 
ed before being ushered into the 
hallowed chambers. “It’s like time 
out before Daddy gets home — all 
nine daddies,” says performance 
artist Holly Hughes, who had a 
ringside seat at a hearing that 
changed her life. 

Hughes is best known as one 
of the “NEA Four,” a group of un¬ 
affiliated artists whose grants were 
withdrawn to spare the National 
Endowment for the Arts (and the 
George Bush Administration) 
more flak from Congress. After 
two court rulings in their favor, 
the White House, now led by Bill 
Clinton, pushed the case to the 
Supreme Court. 

In Preaching to the Perverted, 
having its world premiere at the 
New Conservatory Theatre Cen¬ 
ter, Hughes provides us with a 
personal perspective on the 
process that may forever change 
the way you think about this au¬ 
gust branch of our government. It 
is the major and most memorable 
part of Hughes’ 90-minute riff on 
her life as a lesbian, an artist, an 
outsider, and an American.

Hughes, a small woman with a 
Peter Pan haircut, weaves evoca¬ 
tive childhood memories into the 
performance, often focusing on 
her emotionally distant father, 
and providing a telling context for 
her justices-as-daddies analogy. 
There is a self-effacing, bemused 
quality to Hughes’ demeanor, dis¬ 
arming an audience that may be 
wary of a notorious lesbian per¬ 
formance artist, and making more 
gripping those moments when

Two cents’ worth 

ACT's 'The Threepenny Opera'

; : : : here have been more losers 
than winners in the ongoing 
struggle to reinvent The 
Threepenny Opera, a stagework 
that has defied the notion of a de¬ 
finitive interpretation for more 
than 70 years. Sad to report, but 
ACT’s mushy production doesn’t 
challenge the prevailing pattern. 

Director Carey Perloff’s staging 
tries to put a San Francisco spin 
on the Bertolt Brecht-Kurt Weill 
musical, dropping in references 
both subtle (a tablecloth with the 
Fairmont Hotel logo) and broad 
(a character carrying a contempo¬ 
rary Saks shopping bag), but the 
connections go over the top in a 
deus ex machina finale that fea¬ 
tures a regal likeness of Da Mayor. 

But it is not the wobbly at¬ 
tempts to draw connections to pre¬ 
sent-day corruption and poverty 
that prevent the production from 
reaching its potential. Rather, the 
uneven caliber of performances 
and fuzzy direction take the biggest 
toll on this Threepenny. 

Singling out what does work 
can be helpful in gaining a grip on 
the murkier problems that pre¬ 
dominate. Probably the best thing 
in the production is Lisa Vroman 
as Lucy Brown, one of the molls 
of the master criminal Macheath. 

Vroman, who spent five years 
corseted into the role of Christine in 
Phantom of the Opera at the Curran, 
gets to let loose here in a perfor-

mance that displays a sharp comic 
sense while still giving her exquisite 
soprano the chance to soar. Vroman 
creates a sophisticated cartoon that 
makes sense of Brecht’s pointed po¬ 
litical buffoonery. 

Nancy Dussault, as Mrs. 
Peachum, mistress to a troupe of 
professional beggars, creates a less 
sophisticated cartoon that teeters 
into Miss Hannigan territory, but 
it is still a clear, consistent and en¬ 
tertaining interpretation. These 
same qualities elude Steven An¬ 
thony Jones as Mr. Peachum in a 
performance that is in search of a 
comic essence. 

Anika Noni Rose also can hit 
the right kind of notes as Polly 
Peachum, whose marriage to 
Macheath sets her parents on a 
collision course with the gangster. 
Rose is at her best in “The Barbara 
Song,” in which she creates a brash 
scenario of gradual seduction. 

It is Macheath who finally wins 
the heart and body of Polly, and 
whose mischief, mayhem and al¬ 


lure set all the other characters 
spinning as well. Philip Casnoff 
provides a competent perfor¬ 
mance but one that lacks the kind 
of comic-buffo magnetism that 
would help fuel the production. 

And then there is the curious 
case of Bebe Neuwirth, whose un¬ 
focused performance as Jenny 
Diver makes you wonder what 
drew this stage and television 
celebrity to the role. The songs 
don’t befit her voice, though they 
do bring out the sounds of 
“Lilith” to a distracting degree, 
and her entire demeanor suggests 
a performer not in sync with her 
surroundings. 

Jenny is a kind of den mother 
to a group of prostitutes, whose 
ranks here are risibly fleshed out 
with students from ACT’s acting 
school. It may be economically 
beneficial to cast the various beg¬ 
gars, whores, cops, gang members 
with students, but callow is not a 
quality you necessarily want in 
The Threepenny Opera. ▼

book, which took most of the 
blame for the unsuccessful Broad¬ 
way run, was not totally re¬ 
deemed, numerous bright mo¬ 
ments were revealed along with a 
sometimes surprising depth to the 
situations. 

Newcomer Barbara Harris got 
most of the reviews back in 1965, 
playing Daisy Gamble, a kooky 
New Yorker with ESP and an 
ultra-conformist fiance. When the 
psychiatrist she hopes will free her 
of cigarettes uses hypnotherapy, 
he unexpectedly lets loose Daisy’s 
prior incarnation as a sophisticat¬ 
ed 18th-century Englishwoman. 
This is the woman with whom he 
falls in love. 

Actress-turned-cabaret star 
Andrea Marcovicci not only 
added luster to the proceedings as 
Daisy, but also delivered a comi¬ 
cally keen and dramatically in¬ 
sightful performance. It made up 
for a singing voice that is mostly 
make do. While Marcovicci can 
handle the perky beat of “Hurry, 
It’s Lovely Up Here,” the sweeping 


belt needed to sell “What Did I 
Have that I Don’t Have?” is be¬ 
yond her. 

Fortunately, her character 
doesn’t get all the good numbers. 
A trio of the score’s top songs fall 
to the lovesick psychiatrist, and 
Michael DeVries was able to do 
ample justice to “Come Back to 
Me,” “Melinda,” and the title song. 
He cut a commanding figure on 
stage, confirming the considerable 
professional experience revealed 
in his program bio. 

Gordon Goodman also had 
the right look and manner for 
Daisy’s 18th-century playboy hus¬ 
band, and though he had to strain 
for the top notes, his delivery of 
the throbbing ballad “She Wasn’t 
You” was on target. Steve Rhyne 
played Daisy’s fiance, but this reli¬ 
able 42nd Street Moon trouper 
seemed diminished in the up¬ 
graded surrounding. 

That also was true of the 
choreography, in this case by 
Jayne Zaban, which didn’t rise to 
the occasion. At New Conservato¬ 
ry, one can marvel that they’re 
dancing at all, a phenomenon that 
didn’t survive the move to the 
Gershwin. ▼ 
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7th Annual Cine Accion Festival 

Queer in the Cine Latino

ost of San Francisco’s 
niche film festivals, re¬ 
gardless of subject, have 
some queer content, and this 
year’s Festival Cine Latino, pre¬ 
sented by Cine Accion, is no ex¬ 
ception. Two programs focus on 
the theme of LGBT Latinos, and 
the results, as always, are mixed. 

“Que es una pelicula Joto/a?” 
is the theme of a shorts program 
playing Saturday, September 18 at 
Yerba Buena Center. Dean Slotar’s 
The Absolution of Anthony will be 
familiar to festival circuit junkies 
after playing at least two previous 
venues in the last year. Not to 
complain; this well-shot 13- 
minute excursion in and out of a 
young Latino hunk’s closet (actu¬ 
ally a locked bedroom) has 
enough to justify innumerable 
screenings. Anthony (Joe Quin¬ 
tero) is fetching indeed, almost 
poignant in his frantic pursuit of 
phone sex with strangers and the 
local priest. Of course, purists 
may bristle at the idea that a kid 
with this much testosterone is a 
Deborah Kerr fan. 

In the diaristic/memory mode 
is director Jennifer Maytorena 
Taylor’s The Paradise of Her Mem¬ 
ory, shot in an evocatively grainy 
black-and-white on the streets of 
Buenos Aires. Maytorena Taylor is 
best known as one of the codirec¬ 
tors of last year’s dazzling docu- 
drama Paulina, and some of the 
visual trickery in that film is evi¬ 
dent in this oblique story of a 
North American woman revisit¬ 
ing her roots. Aurora Guerrero’s 
En La Madrugada poses the age- 
old question: What’s a traditional 
Mexican family to do when their 
treasured son becomes a drag 
queen? As in The Absolution of 
Anthony, this allegedly butch son 
is suspect — in seconds, he’s ap¬ 
plying lipstick and mascara with 
the skill and speed of a Revlon 
rep. The film gains from its grainy 
black-and-white photography (a 
leitmotif in this program) but 
flounders when the characters fail 
to convince us of any existence 
outside their creator’s mind. 

Jacaranda, directed by Paco 
Francisco Valasquez, at first looks 
like a satire of overwrought Mex¬ 
ican soap operas, but it soon be¬ 
comes indistinguishable from its 
model. Shot in the omnipresent 
grain (this time color), this exer¬ 
cise in melodrama follows Eduar¬ 
do as he comforts his friend Rudy, 
who’s been dumped by his girl¬ 
friend, and pursues a mysterious 
middle-aged woman. The film is 
sweet and sincere but never tran¬ 
scends its cliches. 

Coming at soap opera from a 
different angle is the program’s 
most ambitious entry, Rita Gon¬ 
zalez’s The Assumption of Lupe 
Velez. This British film is a strik¬ 
ing exegesis of the infamous 
“Mexican Spitfire” who starred in 
many Hollywood movies in the 
1930s before committing a highly 
ritualized suicide — lots of flow¬ 
ers and 72 Seconals. Velez re¬ 
turned to the culture via Kenneth 
Anger’s infamous book Holly¬ 
wood Babylon and the Warhol 
film Lupe, in which the star was 
played by Mario Montez. Director 
Gonzalez marshals a wild array of 
scenarios, reenactments, and spe¬ 
cial effects to ease poor Velez back 
to the realm of the living, and in¬ 
cludes pithy overdubs of words on 
her from the likes of Warhol and 


Gary Indiana. The melange of el¬ 
ements — everything from Paul 
Anka’s “You Are My Destiny” to 
an Echo Park drag queen dramat¬ 
ically re-creating a star with 
whom he’s obsessed — make for 
a lively, provocative 22 minutes. 

Crossing boundaries 

The festival has occasional 
queers meandering through oth¬ 
erwise “straight” films — Alejan¬ 
dro Springall’s Santitos has a 
transvestite madame in a wheel¬ 
chair — but there’s one clearly 
queer feature, C.A. Griffith’s Del 
Otro Lado, playing Saturday, Sept. 
25 at the Fine Arts Cinema. The 
title has multiple meanings in this 
well-intentioned, sometimes pow¬ 
erful, often soapy AIDS drama: 
“the other side” refers to both the 
social exile that is queerdom and 
the mythically resonant United 
States that lies just over the border. 

Still, the film’s gay couple — 
Beto and Alejandro, aka Alex — 
are not as “exiled” as might be ex¬ 
pected in a story set in Mexico, 
where queers lack legal protection 
or significant social approval. 
They have a surprisingly elaborate 
network, from a highly support¬ 
ive family to fag hag friends and 
lesbian coworkers. Alex needs the 
support — he has AIDS, his T-cell 
count is low, and he’s desperate to 
figure out how to get ahold of the 
AIDS cocktails, which means tak¬ 
ing the harrowing trip to “the 


other side.” 

Much of the attraction of the 
film is in the small details of the 
bond between Beto and Alex. 
Their bickerings and reconcilia¬ 
tions wistfully convey the reality 
of relationships under siege. Es¬ 
pecially compelling is the emo¬ 
tional tug-of-war among the cou¬ 
ple and a female friend, who’s 
ruthlessly interrogated by Beto 
about the secret, forced on her by 
Alex, of the latter’s intended de¬ 
parture. 

The characterizations don’t al¬ 
ways rise to the level of the film’s 
ambitions. Beto, for example, 
spends so much time sweeping 
and mindlessly cuddling his dog 
that he’s often more grating than 
sympathetic. And the key scene of 
the crossing over to the States has 
an amateurish feel, as if the intri¬ 
cacies of this often dire event were 
too much for the filmmaker. On 
the other hand, Alex’s breakdown 
before he sets off for the border is 
straightforward and powerful, the 
kind of naked emotion at which 
the film, in its best moments, ex¬ 
cels. T

he Beats have returned with 
a vengeance. New editions of 
if On the Road are rolling off 
the presses; interest in Allen Gins¬ 
berg and William Burroughs is at 
an all-time high; Beat women like 
Diane di Prima are getting some 
well-deserved attention, as are 
Black Beats such as Amiri Baraka. 
Like other counterculture move¬ 
ments, the Beat generation has 
been reduced to a fashion state¬ 
ment — chinos, T-shirt, and mas¬ 
culine glower — in some circles. 
It’s also been neatly coopted by 
corporations seeking street credi¬ 
bility — even Ginsberg did a Gap 
ad before he died. It’s not hard to 
picture Kerouac’s face next to 
John and Yoko’s in those duplici¬ 
tous “Think Different” billboards 
from Apple. 

Chuck Workman’s The Source 
looks at these issues and the 
whole history of the Beats in a fas¬ 
cinating documentary that’s less a 
linear biography of the movement 
than a very engaging sampler. 
This collage portrait leaps giddily 
from the ’40s to the ’90s, from his¬ 
torical footage to Hollywood send- 
ups of Beat culture, from realism 
to re-creation via a trio of actors 
who impersonate Kerouac, Gins¬ 
berg, and Burroughs. Newsreel 
footage of Eisenhower America 
and Levittown, shots from Ozzie 
and Harriet, and scenes from the 
HUAC hearings show precisely 
why the Beats were so welcomed 
by the 1950s as an antidote to nox¬ 
ious postwar conformity. 

Workman is generous and 
often witty in showing how the 
movement permeated pop cul¬ 
ture. Alongside images of “Mighty 
Mouth” Ginsberg doing Buddhist 
chants, or Ken Kesey explaining 
the significance of drugs among 
the group, we get Alfred Hitch¬ 
cock introducing one of his shows 
dressed in Beat drag, or a cartoon 
Beatnik from The Flintstones, or 
Steve Martin satirizing the Beat 
aesthetic of improvisation by se¬ 
cretly looking at crib notes. 

In spite of its dizzying style — 
you’d need a supercomputer to 
count the number of cuts — The 
Source gives striking pictures of 
most of the principals and the tra¬ 
jectory of the movement from a 
kind of unconscious collaboration 
among a group of hipsters, to a de¬ 
fined and recognized movement, to 
a parody of itself as early as the 
1960s. The re-creations are stylized 
and hyperdramatic — Turturro 
standing in front of bridge that 
looks like something out of Hubert 
Selby’s Last Exit to Brooklyn, de¬ 
claiming lines from Ginsberg; John¬ 
ny Depp forcefully returning Ker¬ 
ouac to life; Dennis Hopper inex¬ 
plicably both sounding and looking 
like the sweet-sinister William Bur¬ 
roughs in a seedy hotel room. 

Waspish wit 

Of course, the authentic article 
is always better than the best imita¬ 


tion, and the film excels in its mix 
of archival footage and interviews 
with the major players. Ferlinghet¬ 
ti is persuasive in describing the 
cultural stewpot that both helped 
develop Beat culture and paralleled 
it: jazz, Abstract Expressionism, po¬ 
etry, the Living Theatre, John Cage. 
Ginsberg expresses the movement’s 
exuberance and hubris when he 
says, “We’re taking over the uni¬ 
verse!” Burroughs’ Margaret Du¬ 
mont-like double-takes during in¬ 
terviews with clueless commenta¬ 
tors trying to get at the heart of 
what he’s up to with his infamous 
cut-and-paste method of novel 
construction are worth the price of 
admission. Sample bittersweet dish 
from the wizened master: “I’m a 
WASP washout.” 

Not everyone was as thrilled by 
the Beats as they were with them¬ 
selves. Director Shirley Clarke, of 
The Connection fame, dismisses 
them as self-enthralled sexists and 
says with irritation, “They got 
away with a lot.” Gregory Corso’s 
biographer seconds that opinion: 
“Women were ornaments for the 
men, caretakers.” 

If women were often outside 
the Beat orbit, queer men were 
more than welcome. The film of¬ 
fers yet more proof that the Beat 
movement was intensely homo¬ 
sexual, with the major architects, 
and many of the hangers-on, ei¬ 
ther gay or bisexual: Kerouac, 
Ginsberg, Burroughs, along with 
Neal Cassady, Herbert Huncke, 
Peter Orlovsky, and Carl Solomon. 

Jack Kerouac, who died in 1969 
at age 47, was the model for the 
Beat look, an image he’s said TO 
have created while in the Navy 
when he bucked tradition by wear¬ 
ing chino jeans, a white T-shirt, 
and leather jacket. This former 
football player was also, by the 
most recent accounts, a “homosex¬ 
ual homophobe” who also became 
a sexist, racist drunk and all man¬ 
ner of antisocial creature, due per¬ 
haps to his inability to acknowl¬ 
edge his queer side. (Critic Julie 
Burchill, trashing On the Road as 
overrated, recently called him a 
“stoned fag too doped to get out of 
the closet.”) The film shows him in 
every imaginable guise — from 
gorgeous young hunk to slightly 
psycho interviewee (with “straight 
queen” William Buckley, no less) to 
glassy-eyed wreck. Surprisingly, in 
the film, Ginsberg avoids saying 
what most in their circle knew — 
that he had indeed slept with Ker¬ 
ouac, as had, again by recent ac¬ 
counts, Gore Vidal, Neal Cassady, 
and toward the end of his life, 
“hundreds of men.” Ginsberg coyly 
says, “I had a crush on him.” 

All things good and bad must 
come to an end, and the Beats 
were no exception. As a mock- 
shocked Ed Sanders says, when 
the ’60s arrived, “All of a sudden 
you were no longer a beatnik, you 
were a hippie!” ▼

Angeles, and I was told,‘Everyone 
will love you there.’ I mean, I was 
the smallest person by 200 
pounds. A guy came around the 
corner, and it was really like some¬ 
one was docking. I said, ‘That’s 
the largest human being I’ve ever 
seen.’ He was like a Rose Bowl Pa¬ 
rade float. ‘Who is he?’ I asked. 
‘Oh, that’s Beverly.’ I said, ‘Who?’ 
‘Beverly Center.’ He had little guys 
hanging off him like ticks. They 
were adoring him. 

“You know, if I’m a type, and 
I’m going to attract somebody be¬ 
cause I’m that type, what happens 
if I shave one day?” 

B.A.R. didn’t have an answer. 

“I went through chubby 
chasers earlier,” Bruce continued 
as his mother looked on approv¬ 
ingly. “Guys would come over 
with food. They’d show up for a 
date with a casserole. ‘Eat this! 
You’re painfully thin.’” 

Mormon choir 

But more than the gay re¬ 
sponse to his TV celebrity, what 
surprises him is the straight re¬ 
sponse. “I think it’s hysterical. 
Wonderful. I’m going through the 
airport at Salt Lake City, and the 
Mormons are jumping off trolleys 
to have their picture taken with 
me. ‘Oh, my God, it’s Bruce! It’s 
Bruce!’ I think, Do they really 
know who I am? 

“You know at first, we didn’t 
know what kind of reaction Hol¬ 
lywood Squares would get with me 
on it because I’m out there. We 
kept waiting for somebody to say, 
‘Well, you got to get rid of him. 
You got to lose him.’ Instead, what 
happened was the station manag¬ 
er from Dallas called and said, ‘We 
need some promos. We like the 
show. Get that gay guy. He’s 
funny. We laughed at him. We 
love his look.’ So I don’t know.” 

“You should have been with us 
at the mall in Florida,” Ma Vilanch 
butts in. “We were at a flea mar¬ 
ket. How they carried on! The 
next best thing to being Joan 
Crawford is having Bruce as your 
son. It was a riot. Someone 
grabbed hold of her husband and 
said, ‘Hymie, come here. Look 
who’s here.’” 

“Look! It’s that guy from The 
Match Game,' they said,” Bruce 
adds. “‘You’re so funny with that 
Oprah. Say hello to Oprah for us.’ 

I told that to Whoopi. She said, 
‘I’ve been getting that for 20 years. 
Ever since The Color Purple, I’ve 
been getting, ‘Hello, Oprah!’You’d 
think I’m a little distinctive.’” 

On top of TV adulation, Bruce 
is also getting applause for his 
monthly Advocate column. “They

came to me when they were los¬ 
ing their Hollywood columnist. 
They said, you can write whatever 
you want as long as your pieces 
are tied in somehow to some¬ 
thing’s that’s happening in the arts 
and has a gay angle. So I started 
writing the column, and a couple 
of things happened. One was that 
I didn’t realize that my observa¬ 
tions were observations that other 
people hadn’t had. I was taken 
aback. I was just writing from a 
perspective of a gay person of a 
certain age who’s always been out 
and who’s always been involved in 
show business. There was an au¬ 
dience of people interested in the 
way I saw things. I was kind of 
amazed they paid attention to it, 
but then so much writing that gay 
people do professionally is so stri¬ 
dent and argumentative. Every¬ 
one’s at each other’s throat. We’re 
a community, but everybody 
hates everybody. It’s terribly divi¬ 
sive. ‘I’m not like you and you’re 
not like me, but I’m the good one. 
You’re the bad one.’ 

“So I think when someone 
comes along and writes, ‘We’re all 
crazy, but it’s okay that we’re all 
crazy, we all have a unique view of 
the world,’ I think that people sort 
of sit up and say, ‘Oh, I never 
thought about that. I was so busy 
hating her because she’s a leather 
dyke. I was so busy hating him be¬ 
cause he’s a decorator and because 
he’s not my idea of what a gay 
person should be because he’s ef¬ 
feminate ... or because he’s bald or 
because he has a pierced nose or 
any of those things’ — which we 
love, by the way. It amazed me 
that nobody had actually said, 
‘Lighten up a little bit. We have to 
win the fight, but we also have to 


live a life.’” 

But as the film and Bruce’s ac¬ 
tivism show, “lightening up a bit” 
is a bit different now. “Well, AIDS 
has certainly deepened and en¬ 
riched everything,” Bruce contin¬ 
ues. “It’s given everybody in the 
gay community a perspective. A 
unique perspective, because who 
else has had to deal with this? 
Who else has had to deal with a 
plague? What does this compare 
to? Where so many young people 
suddenly die? 

“I would talk to my grand¬ 
mother and she would say,‘All my 
friends are dead,’ and I would say, 
‘I know how you feel.’ Only she 
was 50 years older than I was. It 
had a profound effect. I think 
what it did was make every day 
more important. It gave an un¬ 
derpinning to our frivolousness. 
We were no longer a frivolous 
community. We were a communi¬ 
ty that was laughing because oth¬ 
erwise we’d be crying. 

“So I think it made all of our 
writing seem to be a whole lot 
deeper. Of course, it was a whole 
lot angrier because we wanted to 
find a cure, and we wanted the 
government to get off its ass and 
do its part, and so there was a lot

Opera recital at the Symphony

T he San Francisco Symphony 
season is off and running. 
Last Wednesday’s gala open¬ 
ing saw Music Director Michael 
Tilson Thomas beginning his fifth 
year with typical aplomb amid the 
rush of audience adrenaline that 
always accompanies these affairs. 
The programming was lush, the 
decor minimalist and the parties 
grand. Audience and press re¬ 
sponse was generally positive, but 
few could avoid at least one raised 
eyebrow at the curiously operatic 
nature of the event. 

As if to scoop the San Francis¬ 
co Opera opening later that week, 
MTT engaged two of the most 
sought-after soloists on the inter¬ 
national circuit for an evening 
that relied heavily on the glamour 
of the human voice for its memo¬ 
rability. Considering the banality 
of the instrumental selections, 
perhaps it was the best choice. 

Beginning the night with an 
unsolicited encore, Ponchielli’s 
“Dance of the Hours” from La 
Gioconda, set an unusual tone. 
Tilson Thomas then shifted 
quickly to his raconteur mode for 
an engaging new geographical 
take on Respighi’s The Fountains 
of Rome. Dropping San Francisco 
landmarks and celebrities in the 
place of Italian locations made a 
clubby impression, and the crowd 
roared at mentions of Muni, 
Crissy Field and Charlotte Mail- 
liard Shultz. 

The maestro essayed the sym¬ 
phonic poem with relative taste 
and, while it is difficult to resist 
Respighi’s wonderful mastery of 
orchestral color, I can still think of 
half a dozen other works by this 
“minor master” that I would rather 
have heard. It was a brief diversion, 
however, for the appearance of 
husband-and-wife team Angela 
Gheorghiu and Roberto Alagna 


soon transformed the program 
into a virtual operatic recital. 

Whatever reservations one 
may have on the perfection of 
their voices or their meager at¬ 
tempts at characterization, they 
still make a visually appealing 
pair, and judging from the 
first-nighters’ response, they have 
more than enough star power to 
command respect and attention. 
There were some chatty types 
who couldn’t resist talking 
through the first number, but it 
was opening night after all, and 
the choice of the sublime close of 
Act I from Verdi’s Otello as an in¬ 
troduction to the pair’s chemistry 
was misjudged. Something lighter 
might have given us a few minutes 


to absorb the startling absurdity 
of La Gheorghiu’s gown, but the 
duet is about rapturous married 
love, and that was probably con¬ 
sidered reason enough. 

The raven-haired soprano next 
gave a strong and nicely pitched 
rendition of the famous “Ebben? 
Ne andro lontana” from Catalani’s 
La Wally. That’s the tune tjmtmiade 
the movie Diva seem so milch Bet¬ 
ter than it was, and Gheorghiu’s 
no-nonsense approach was rather 
refreshing. Alagna then took his 
solo turn with “E lucevan le stelle” 
from Puccini’s Tosca. His ringing 
tone had me thinking of another 
matinee idol, Franco Corelli, but 
frankly he’s no Franco, even if he

first heard Alfredo Kraus, the 
Spanish tenor who died last 
week just 15 days from his 
72nd birthday, in my nightgown. 

My grandmother, an ex-singer 
herself, woke me up to hear a 
new Rigoktto recording on one 
of the local classical music sta¬ 
tions. According to her, this un¬ 
known “German tenor” (he was 
actually of Austrian extraction, 
born in the Canary Islands) had 
just sung the most fantastic 
“Questa o quella.” 

I sat there for the next two 
hours, my mouth open in 
amazement Your reaction to the 
sound of a singer’s voice is purely personal. Even 
in the liberal B.A. R., however, I can’t accurately de¬ 
scribe the havoc that bright, masculine tenor had 
on my nerve endings. It was the sexiest voice I’d 
ever heard, and 1 was not alone. Kraus’ crossover 
albums (Granada, Siboney) were the rage with 
Spanish-speaking housewives everywhere. 

Though not everybody responded to the sound 
of his voice as passionately as I did, no one ever ar¬ 
gued about Kraus’ technique or artistry, sosuperb 
that even in his 60s, he was still singing Edgardo’s 
final scene from Lucia di Lammermoor in the cor¬ 
rect original key. 

He phrased like a Grand Seigneur, imperious 
and elegant (he was a fine Mozart singer), or he 



could caress the line, drawing 
out its sweetness and ardor. 
With his slim build, crinkly 
golden hair and aquamarine 
eyes, Kraus cut a dashing stage 
figure well into his 50s. 

San Francisco was lucky to 
hear Kraus in his prime in 1966

Ai stances stirred him (who could 

_forget Kraus shading his eyes as a 

blousy Marguerite launched into 
“Anges pur” a few years ago?), the nonsense of the 
“Three Tenors” distressed him. He didn’t always re¬ 
spond as indifferently as he should have to that vul¬ 
gar spectacle. 

Yet those of us who loved Kraus as an artist — 
1 went to Chicago every year during the ’70s to hear 
him sing repertory San Francisco Opera was not 
prepared to offer him: Manon, La Favorita, Filledu 
regiment (in French) ~~ couldn’t help but laugh at 
the so-called “competition.” 

In the repertory the four tenors performed in 
common —- Elisir, Barbierc, Rigoletto, Traviata , 
Manon, Werther, Faust, Hoffmann — Alfredo Kraus 
could sing rings around the “Three Tenors,” and he 
was better looking, too. He was, simply, "the Man.” ▼

'Un Ballo in Maschera 7 opens SFO season

,irector Stephen Wadsworth, 
2 * 06 * who will mount the’com- 
w 4 plete Ring cycle for Seattle 
Opera in 2001, once told me, “Ba¬ 
sically, what Verdi was interested 
in was making us cry.” I’m not sure 
the glittery opening night San 
Francisco Opera audience had any 
desire to cry (or even to applaud, 
judging from their weak re¬ 
sponse), but Verdi himself might 
have been pleased by some of the 
human aspects of the revival of his 
1859 Un Ballo in Maschera (The 
Masked Ball ) that opened SFO’s 
77th season Saturday night. 

From a purely vocal stand¬ 
point, palms go to Russian mezzo 
Elena Zaremba, whose for¬ 
tuneteller was sung on a stream of 
beautifully modulated tone, more 
contraltoish than mezzo. (Re¬ 
member that Verdi virtually in¬ 
vented the dramatic mezzo sopra¬ 
no.) Equally effective was Tracy 
Dahl’s Oscar. The tiny Canadian 
soprano is a wily stage veteran 
who can flit about as Gustavo’s 
pageboy without embarrassing 
herself physically, and who still re¬ 
tains a bright, clear, flexible col¬ 
oratura style. 

Though the British are always 
telling us that Oscar is the star of 
Un Ballo, nobody attends Verdi’s 
21 st opera — the one where the 
orchestra finally stops boom- 
chucking and becomes a partici¬ 
pant in the drama — to hear him. 
We go for the tragic love story, the 
heroic conflict between honor 
and passion which is the essence 
of opera. It is worked out among 
the three principals: a randy king 
(Gustavo of Sweden, who was ho¬ 
mosexual in real life, though the 
Puritanical Verdi would have 
none of that ambiguity); his best 
friend and advisor (Count An- 
ckarstroem, known as Renato); 
and Renato’s beautiful wife 
(Amelia, struggling with illicit 
passion for the first time in her 
privileged life). 

If we are inclined to think of 
these as Italian opera cliches, 


that’s because we seldom see the 
conflict worked out so that there 
is at least a potential for Verdi’s 
tears to flow. Saturday night may 
have started slowly •— and, in his 
usual adrenalized fashion, con¬ 
ductor Donald Runnicles never 
quite relaxed enough; he will, at 
future performances — but by the 
second act, when Amelia finally 
declares her love for the king and 
they are surprised at their tryst by 
her unsuspecting husband, the 
performance began to lift off the 
dramatic launching pad. 

Love march 

The love duet, Verdi’s most 
erotic — and even that is a 
stretch, since the composer was 
no purple-passioned pornogra- 
pher like Puccini — is set as, of all 
things, a march. “O qual soave 
brivido” muscles its way to a high 
C (hers, not his, though you can’t 
keep a loud tenor down), and if 
that doesn’t sizzle our wigs, the 
opera is a flop. Carol Vaness 
(Amelia) and Richard Margison 
(Gustavo) rose urgently to the oc¬ 
casion. Then Sergei Leiferkus (Re¬ 
nato) made his entrance, and the 
palpable sexual tension went up 
several notches. 

I’m prepared to argue about 
Leiferkus. I love the guy, He’s tall, 
handsome, saturnine, intense and 
sings with a powerfully buzzing 
baritone that puts shivers in the 
most intimate places — when he 
is singing his native Russian 
opera. In Italian opera, especially 
in a role like Renato that requires 
a good deal of honeyed legato, I 
didn’t think I’d like him. In fact, I 
didn’t like him in Act One, where 
Renato’s friendship aria was heavy 
going, the recitative too hectoring. 
But with Leiferkus as the betrayed 
husband, for the first time in 42 
years of my hearing this opera 
butchered, I realized that Renato 
is not a stock villain standing in 
the way of hapless lovers. 

Leiferkus and Vaness — both 
super-intelligent and therefore 
easily bored — had obviously 
worked (hopefully with stage di¬ 
rector Roman Terleckyj, though 


you couldn’t tell from Margison’s 
performance) on the backstory of 
this doomed couple. It is a “suc¬ 
cessful” marriage. He adores her, 
and she is content with mother¬ 
hood and court status until the 
king ignites her pulses. When she 
is unmasked and the courtiers 
sneer at Renato, Leiferkus makes 
you suffer the man’s humiliation. 
Later, when he sings “Eri tu,” ar¬ 
guably Verdi’s greatest baritone 
aria, that cultivated Russian lega- 
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rected both the Broadway and the 
film versions of Love! Valour! 
Compassion! — there were ten 
singers. We worked on various 
passages for four days, and then 
we read through the whole piece. 
I learned so much. And the fol¬ 
lowing week we did a reading of 
as much of the orchestra score as 
I’d finished. 

“This is the way it should be 
with any new commission, so that 
a new piece can be the best it can 
be — but I can’t tell you how rare 
it is. I’ll be eternally grateful to 
Lotfi and the company.” 

What’s different about his 
music for Dead Man Walking, 
Heggie says, is that “I’m striving to 
have the music tell the whole 
story — in the spirit of the text. 
Before with my music, if you did¬ 
n’t understand the text, you 
couldn’t get the music. What I’ve 
written is distinctly American 
music — a hymn tune I made up 
goes all the way through the piece 
— and what I’ve learned is that 
music with a direct and simple 
message means more than any 
complex rhythm or advanced 
harmony. It’s easy to make lots of 
noise. The hard thing is to write 
music that’s simple and direct and 
honest — and effective, that tells 
the story and pulls the listener 
along. 

“The thing that still sticks with 
me from the workshop is the 
scene in the parking lot, just after 
the mother of the killer, whom we 
call Joe de Rocher, gives her depo¬ 
sition — and she and Sister Helen 
first meet the parents of the mur¬ 
dered kids in person. They’re on 
opposite sides of the stage, but 
what hit me is that they’re all 
singing the same music, because 
it’s about a lost child or a child 
that’s about to be lost to them. 

“That’s been the biggest reve¬ 
lation for me in this entire 
process. Even with all of our dif¬ 
ferent points of view — about 
everything — we all sing the same 
music. We sing it in different 
rhythms and keys, but it’s all the 
same notes, the same stuff — the 
same music.” ▼

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of activism behind it. 

“The bad part of gay rights is 
that it can be so humorless. The 
joke that we had when I was in 
college was the only problem with 
the revolution is that it may bore 
us to death. Everybody was so 
frank and so serious about what 
they were doing, it was very hard 
to get them to crack a smile. It’s 
the same thing in the gay rights 
movement. If you make a joke, 
you’re invariably stepping on 
somebody’s toes. You’re ruffling 
somebody’s drag feathers. It’s 
never easy. 

“As I said in the movie, we’re 
in the politically correct millenni¬ 
um, and any joke that you make 
is going to have a double edge to 
it. If you make a hairdresser joke, 
it’s funny because we know there 
are so many flouncy hairdressers. 
On the other hand, are we rein¬ 
forcing the stereotype of a floun¬ 
cy hairdresser by making that 
joke? This goes on and on and 
on.” But that’s not going to stop 
Bruce from taking a chance to 
make us guffaw. He’s a survivor. 
Just imagine 20 years with Bette 
Midler, and as Bruce notes, “I 
should point out she wasn’t al¬ 
ways Miss Congeniality. She was 
no drive in the wine country back 
then, but she has matured.” As 
have most of us, too. ▼

Heggie says with an irrepressible 
smile, “a composer friend of mine 

— one of my former composition 
teacher at UCLA, actually — said, 
‘Jake, don’t you think that’s a lit¬ 
tle shameless?”’ 

Precisely. Having Fleming, ar¬ 
guably the biggest name in opera 
today, singing the first tune on a 
record that hits the streets the day 
after her first-ever Louise hits the 
boards — in a $4-million new San 
Francisco Opera production of 
the operatic rarity of that name 

— is, well, the breaks. But even 
that’s not all. In a less visible but 
no less auspicious move, later this 
month Schirmer Music will bring 
out the first of three volumes of 
50 Heggie songs, with the other 
two also due out this fall. While 
Heggie is the first to concede that 
it’s all “an embarrassment of rich¬ 
es,” there’s little time, and no 
need, for shame. 

“It’s a testament to those 
singers,” Heggie says, with charac¬ 
teristic generosity, of the CD. 
“This project certainly wasn’t 
about making piles of money, and 
these artists hardly needed to do 
it. It’s about music they believe in, 
which says a lot about who they 
are. This was a labor of love for 
them.” 

From a man who once labored 
for them in ways that now seem 
increasingly preposterous. As a 
member of San Francisco Opera’s 
PR staff — a job he recently dis¬ 
covered that Armistead Maupin, 
his collaborator in last August’s 
Chanticleer premiere of Anna 
Madrigal Remembers, also once 
had, in the ’70s — Heggie once 
wrote these same singers’ bios and 
squired them around for inter¬ 
views. As word spread quickly that 
Heggie was more than a flack, an¬ 
other face — that of American 
music at the end of our century 

— began to change. Heggie’s 
songs started turning up on the 
programs of the day’s best singers 
so regularly that the company he 
worked for found itself husding to 
get him to write the finale ensem¬ 
ble for the re-opening of the 
Opera House in 1996. It wasn’t 
long until he got kicked upstairs, 
to a new company position creat¬

cumulated learning composition 
academically, and it incorporated 
my jazz and pop roots. It was a 
synthesis of everything I felt, and 
that’s when I finally decided to 
write the way I wanted.” 

Master tracks 

The way the waters parted to 
make way for The Faces of Love 
makes it clear the music world 
was already sold on Heggie’s style. 
A contact at BMG assured him 
the company would publish any 
record he could get them — as a 
master. His chosen singers fired 
back e-mails assuring him they’d 
happily record the songs with 
him, and their letters of intent in 
turn secured funding from Gor¬ 
don Getty — in a matter of weeks. 
With his singers’ willingness to 
carve out time from busy Opera 
schedules, and in some cases to 
travel from significant distances 
to record at Marin’s Skywalker 
studio, Heggie was able to get all 
the tracks recorded between last 
September and May. 

For Heggie the good news 
about Faces — and the concert of 


his music at New York’s Alice 
Tully Hall next April — is that 
neither required writing any new 
music. Of late his attention has 
been on Dead Man Walking, the 
opera he’s composing with gay 
theater giant (and first-time opera 
librettist) Terrence McNally for its 
premiere at commissioning San 
Francisco Opera a year from now. 
The good news: the Friday before 
our interview at his Castro Street 
apartment, Heggie had finished 
the piano-vocal score — with its 
orchestration already well under¬ 
way. 

Opera General Director Lotfi 
Mansouri tapped him for the pro¬ 
ject shortly after that Heggie piece 
capped the re-opening of the 
Opera House, and the company, 
and the underwriting Chase, have 
given Heggie dizzying levels of 
support. “I’ve been able to work 
with Adler Fellows when I’ve 
needed to hear what the music 
sounds like — and we just fin¬ 
ished a full week of workshops. 
Along with Terrence, the conduc¬ 
tor, Patrick Summers, and the di¬ 
rector, Joe Mantello — who di¬ 


ed expressly for him: Chase com¬ 
poser-in-residence. 

Therein lies another tale of the 
city. 


Gift songs 

Heggie, a composer since his 
teens who for a decade had per¬ 
formed as half of a piano duo 
with his then-wife, Johana Harris 
(widow of American composer 
Roy Harris), was administering a 
private performing arts series in 
Beverly Hills while recovering 
from a hand injury — are you fol¬ 
lowing? — when he first met von 
Stade, whom he quickly befriend¬ 
ed while unsuccessfully trying to 
book her. Fast forward to four 
years later, when von Stade (and 
Fleming, but who’s counting?) are 
preparing the world premiere of 
San Francisco Opera’s Dangerous 
Liaisons — and Heggie’s grinding 
out the PR. 

“We hit it off again,” Heggie re¬ 
calls, “sq I made three folk song 
arrangements for her and gave 
them to her as a gift on opening 
night. She proposed that we read 
through them. When we did, she 
said she really liked them — and 
asked me if I’d like to give a con¬ 
cert with her sometime. 

“I said we could do that,” he 
says, with deadpan imitation of 
his stunned response at the time. 
“Before I knew it, she asked me to 
accompany her, started commis¬ 
sioning pieces from me, made a 
demo tape of one of my songs so 
I could enter it in the Schirmer 
competition — and started telling 
other singers about me. It just 
snowballed from there.” 

The new CD bears that out, 
both in the songs that resulted 
and in the by-now sharply etched 
performances of the singers who 
brought them to life — and in 
many chances have since had the 
rare chance to live with them be¬ 
fore committing them to disc. The 
two excerpts from Encountertenor, 
written in the summer of 1995 at 
Brian Asawa’s request for the 
countertenor’s Wigmore Hall 
debut recital, hail from the days 
when the two gay men were liter¬ 
ally neighbors across Castro 
Street. The zany piece, which Heg¬ 
gie says is also devilishly hard, 
“was my real breakthrough in 
terms of my style and my voice. It 
got me through the fears I had ac¬

hen I went to the opening 
of La Tania Flamenco 

' Music and Dance at 
Yerba Buena Center for the Arts 
Theater last Friday night, within 
the first minutes of the perfor¬ 
mance, my arms were covered in 
goosebumps, the hair on my scalp 
stood on end and I sat bolt up¬ 
right in my seat. 

In flamenco, the music cannot 
be divorced from the dance, and 
vice versa; they are intertwined, 
both growing from the same 
emotional soil. In Del Silencio 
(From the Silence), the musicians 
stand on stage around the 
dancers. Intensity is also a given in 
this particular art form, so I am 
ready for La Tanias edge, but am 
not prepared for the sensuous 
lyricism of her undulating arms, 
which rival those of any great bal¬ 
lerina in Swan Lake. I am mes¬ 
merized. Then, as Andres Marin 
takes the floor, I am dumbstruck. 
These two dancers have whetted 
the audience’s appetite with a suc¬ 
culent canape and must return 
with the next course. 

El Poder de lo Invisible (The 
Power of the Invisible) begins to 
reveal three more important as¬ 
pects of this production. The first 
is La Tania’s artistic vision of fla¬ 
menco. She is trying to find new 
directions in this dance form. 
While I must assume that she is 
brilliant as a traditional flamenco 
.dancer,, she is not content to stay 
witHiH more fc'onfirtds and shades i 
her work with an eye for explor¬ 
ing new territory in movement. 
Second, the original music by 
Juan Antonio Suarez “Canito” 
moves with her in the same direc¬ 


tion. I especially like the use of 
viola, which softens the metallic 
quality of the guitar, provides a 
soaring lyrical line and adds a 
faint tinge of tango. And last, but 
equally important, is the lighting 
and scenic design of Matthew An- 
taky. Lighting can enhance or ruin 
a piece, often in an unconscious 
way. Here, Antaky’s simple diago¬ 
nal provides an invisible frame for 
La Tania’s white shawl over a black 
dress. But as she dances, the light¬ 
ing subtly changes to suit the 
mood, and at one point there is a 
beautiful sequence of her shadow 
on the cyclorama, her arms and 
the shawl like the wings of a bird. 
She also moves the train of her 
dress, not by kicking it out of the 
way as I have often seen other 
dancers do, but by melding her 
feet to the material and creating 
another appendage which has its 
own vocabulary, like a cat’s tail. 

Skintight 

Andres Marin dances his own 
choreography in Emilia to stun¬ 
ning effect. Wearing skintight 
black shiny pants and mesh T- 
shirt, he begins in a square of light 
in front of the musicians. His 
technical virtuosity is only the 
means to displaying a gamut of 
emotions from passion to playful 
humor to boredom, all as a com¬ 
plex conversation between him¬ 
self and the musicians, the audi¬ 
ence, God and dance itself. As he 
and the musicians continually 
feed off each other’s rhythms, his 
dancing takes on an improvisa- 
tiOhdl flavor. Again, Suarez’s 
music and Antaky’s lighting are of 
the highest quality. 

La Tania offers another solo, 
Herencia Mora (Moorish Her¬ 
itage). While more traditional 


than the previous works, it gives 
her a chance to show the Arab in¬ 
fluence in flamenco. At times I 
can imagine her as a belly dancer 
as well, hips and torso swaying, 
arms creating curvy arabesques. 

After an intermission comes 
the world premiere of Passage of 
the Muse, a piece with six sections 
inspired by paintings by La Tania’s 
grandmother, Judith Deim. I can¬ 
not fault any of the elements that 
went into this work. The dancing 
and choreography by La Tania 
and Marin, the music by Suarez, 
poetry by Garcia Lorca, scenic and 
lighting design by Antaky and 
performances by actress-dancer 
Teresa Vallejo and a child dancer, 
Ariela, are all of excellent quality. 
But the piece is too long and the 
pacing too slow for me. At times I 
regret that I still haven’t learned 
Spanish after 22 years in San 
Francisco, though I still catch the 
emotional impact of Vallejo’s de¬ 
livery and intuit her meaning. An¬ 
taky’s ability to weave the projec¬ 
tions of Deim’s paintings into the 
fabric of the entire piece is quite 
astounding. When my attention 
to the action on stage starts to lag> 
his visual unity draws me back in, 
and I cannot escape. Ariela, who 
looks to be six or seven years old, 
has a great future ahead of her, as 
she already shows the mark of a 
true artist. I think with some 
tightening up, Passage of the Muse 
could become a very powerful 
piece. Despite this shortcoming, 
the company receives a standing 
ovation, and I applaud I^a Tania in 
her quest for new directions in 
flamenco. She is definitely on the 
right path, and she shows an ex¬ 
traordinarily fine discriminatory 
sense in choosing her fellow col¬ 
laborating artists. ▼

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does share the legendary tenor’s 
tendency to force the notes. 

Star-crossed 

The second half of the bill was 
devoted to more Puccini, the clos¬ 
ing scene from Act I of La Boheme. 
Assisted by the offstage voices of 
Philip Skinner, Emil Critescu and 
Todd Donovan, the romantic cou¬ 
ple seemed far more in their ele¬ 
ment as the star-crossed Mimi and 
Rodolfo. Again, the pair lent little 
personality to their roles, but their 
voices are better suited to this 
music, and they managed to fill 
Davies Hall with a torrent of 
mostly pleasing sound. 

I have seen Angela Gheorghiu 
as a particularly affecting Violetta 


in Verdi’s La Traviata, and I'm 
sure her dashing husband can be 
every bit as effective in costume, 
too. There was no reason to ex¬ 
pect full-blown character studies 
in the context of a recital, let alone 
an opening night bash. As a cast¬ 
ing coup they rivaled George 
Hamilton and Danielle Steele, 
who were later seen posing gaily 
at the entrance to the Hall, sup¬ 
plying some needed celebrity 
wattage to a fairly low-key event. 

The grand finale came in the 
form of Rossini’s Overture to 
William Tell, and MTT flogged 
that warhorse with enough energy 
to make one forget that there was 
no confetti shoot or balloon drop 
at the conclusion. The Symphony 
opening has always been marked 
by a certain elegant restraint, but 
that was left to the spare yet dra¬ 
matic floral displays this year, 


since the concert itself was 
splashier than usual. 

The parties, in the City Hall 
Rotunda and the huge tent pavil¬ 
ion erected in the parking lot at 
Davies, featured unending cham¬ 
pagne and especially tempting 
food provided by some of San 
Francisco’s best eateries. The 
Johnny Nocturne Band with Kim 
Nalley tore things up at City Hall, 
sounding a lot like the Squirrel 
Nut Zippers. That’s a compliment 
— they really added to the fun. 
The tired ’70s cover band playing 
in the tent will go unnamed, and 
at least the decorations there were 
gorgeous. 

Ah well, another opening, an¬ 
other show, etc. Music-lovers can 
now get down to some serious 
business with concerts that actu¬ 
ally promise to feature the orches¬ 
tra. ▼

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to allows him to underpin the line 
with suppressed emotion. 

When Renato forces Amelia to 
draw lots for the king’s murder, 
Leiferkus raised his hands as if to 
strike her and then backed off, ap¬ 
palled at how he could have sunk 
from adoring husband to mur¬ 
derous cuckold. All of this dra¬ 
matic detail, to which Vaness re¬ 
sponded wholeheartedly, fleshed 
out the opera’s real relationship. 
Once again I couldn’t help won¬ 
dering the first thing I ever 
thought about Un Ballo in 
Maschera: after Gustavo’s death, 
how do these two decent people 


pick up their shattered lives? (Yes, 
it’s a very odd thing for a teenage 
opera groupie to be pondering, 
when you’d assume I was carried 
away with the broken romance of 
Amelia and the king.) 

Vaness hasn’t an ideal voice for 
Amelia. The top C is attenuated, 
but she has regained some be¬ 
coming weight since last year’s 
abortive Norma and it tells in the 
voice, where she is now able to 
sing down into the lower register 
without a break. If only Margison 
had offered the sensitivity of 
Vaness or the intensity of Leifer¬ 
kus. Instead, the roly-poly Cana¬ 
dian tenor sang mezzo forte all 
night, phrased as squarely as a 
Rubik’s Cube, and didn’t bother 
to act at all. His Gustavo was even 


more superficial than Verdi’s scin¬ 
tillating music indicates, but he 
got the most applause. 

Even my seatmate kept ex¬ 
tolling the tenor’s virtues — the 
voice is relentless, firm and very 
loud — until the final aria, where 
the lack of grace, suavity and ele¬ 
gance finally annoyed even that 
budding Margison fan. The bot¬ 
tom line is that if you are a lover 
of operatic noise, you should like 
this Un Ballo. If you are a devotee 
of musical and dramatic subtlety, 
you’ll like it even more. You may 
even cry. T

one may find the new season a 
Wasteland (Thursdays, ABC, 9 
p.m.) wasted on the young. 

Call it the Dawsoni ng of TV; 
now every other show has earnest 
(or incredibly smart-assed and 
eminently smackable) youth 
turning to the camera, soliloquiz¬ 
ing and elucidating the essence of 
life, because we old folks — that 
being anyone over 20 — couldn’t 
possibly have a clue. 

Regrettably, Get Real uses many 
of these tactics, but also pokes fun 
at them and at Dawson's Creek at 
the same time. And GR actually 
has some adults — Debrah Far- 
entino as a middle-aged (at 34!) 
mom in a troubled marriage (to 
Jon Tenney — at least they both 
spell their names like teens) with 
three kids and a recently widowed 
mother (the fab Christina Pickles) 
— but the focus is primarily on 
the kids. (Call this the dysfunc¬ 
tional version of 7th Heaven with 
half as many children.) The first 
episode was decent; a good cast 
with good acting and some risque 
moments — particularly the very 
sexual opener. 

Our interest was also piqued 
by the infiltration of queerness 
into the script. Though there are 
no queer characters, there were a 
few references, which betokens an 
intriguing awareness of queerness 
among the younger set. When se¬ 
nior Megan (Anne Hathaway) 
first talks to the camera, she tells 
us she has a big announcement 
for her parents that night. Sitting 
in front of an Indigo Girls poster 
in her bedroom, she notes it isn't 
that she’s gay (“Get real” — un¬ 
fortunately an all-too-common 
aside on this show). But later, 
when she starts to make her an¬ 
nouncement (she isn’t going to 
college), her grandmother (Pick¬ 
les) asks, “Are you gay? You broke 
up with that nice boy and you 
have that poster of those two les¬ 
bians in your room.” 

But if one expects more than 
passing references to queerness 
amidst all the many teen angst 
shows — which include Freaks 


and Geeks, Party of Five and its 
spin-off, Time of Your Life, 
Roswell, Felicity, Safe Harbor, Moe- 
sha, Grown Ups, 7th Heaven, 
Buffy, the Vampire Slayer, Angel, 
Shasta McNasty, That 70s Show, 
Manchester Prep, Popular, Harsh 
Realm, Mission Hill, Malcolm in 
the Middle, Boy Meets World and 
Sabrina, the Teenage Witch — 
dream on. Teen world is as 
straight as it is white. What about 
that big gay storyline on DC, you 
ask? DCs queer writer/producer 
Kevin Williamson has taken his 
talents elsewhere, and the powers- 
that-be say this season will be get¬ 
ting back to basics (read: straight 
kids, front and center). 

If you want gay — hey, if you 
want grown up — it’s NBC’s Will 
& Grace, kids, on their new, per¬ 
manent, night and time, Tuesday 
at 9 p.m. (The stars of W&G are 
getting star treatment from NBC 

— at the end of their first season, 
all four were given Porsches for 
being such good Nielsen-grab- 
bers.) This season has Jack (Sean 
Hayes) living at Karen’s (Megan 
Mullally) and still married to 
Rosario (Shelley Morrison), 
Karen’s illegal-alien maid. Grace 
(Debra Messing) is moving out of 
Will’s (Eric McCormack) — but 
across the hall — and Will finally 
gets a boyfriend. Sounds good to 
us. Though garnering no Emmys, 
this was indisputably one of the 
funniest shows of last season. And 
very gay, very sophisticated and 

— with the exception of Karen’s 
stepchildren, who are never seen 
on camera — no kids! 

Everybody’s favorite fat chick, 
The Practice's Emmy-winner, 
Camryrrt Manheim, made People's 
Best Dressed list, to which we say, 
Brava!

that keeps on giving. Adult sur¬ 
vivors are often unable to achieve 
intimacy, or even sexual pleasure, 
because of the trauma. A new 
book from Cleis Press, The Sur¬ 
vivor’s Guide to Sex: How to Have 
an Empowered Sex Libe After Child 
Sexual Abuse ($21.95), offers 
practical suggestions and work¬ 
able solutions to problems of 
post-trauma sexuality. Author 
Staci Haines is a sex educator and 
a somatic practitioner specializing 
in healing from trauma and sexu¬ 
al abuse. She tackles tough issues 
with clear prose and enlightened 
common sense, providing step- 
by-step exercises to work through 
such common survivor patterns 
as dissociation and self-denial. 

Haines starts with the assump¬ 
tion that sex is a good thing, and 
that good sex is something that 
survivors deserve. Hfer discussion 
of the concept of safety is particu¬ 
larly interesting. “Most people,” 
she explains, “think of safety as a 
‘feeling’ of being safe. ... While 
feeling safe is important, it does 
not necessarily give you reliable 
ground upon which to determine 
if you are safe, or safe enough to 
proceed.” She then offers produc¬ 
tive suggestions for realistically as¬ 
sessing a situation. 

I find most self-help books to 
be insulting and icky because they 
frequently treat their readers like 
simple-minded children. The Sur¬ 
vivor’s Guide is a book that re¬ 
spects its readers. Survivors and 
their partners will find much use¬ 
ful information here. I highly rec¬ 
ommend it. ▼

Chinese book torture

White Snake and Other Stories by 
Geling Yan, translated by

| great reading experience 
does not, it seems to me, re- 
I suit in a feeling of having 
been battered, but that’s just how 
I felt after reading White Snake 
and Other Stories by Geling Yan. 
Yan is a compelling and powerful 
writer. She creates vivid characters 
whose tortured lives are unforget¬ 
table, but after reading White 
Snake I felt that I should check 
myself for bruises. 

Yan’s stories take place in 
China, not the romanticized “Ori¬ 


ent” of Western fantasies, but the 
harsh China of the cultural revo¬ 
lution. In this land, hopelessness is 
the order of the day, and anyone’s 
problems can be lessened only by 
making someone else’s much, 
much worse. The most brutal 
story, and in this collection, that’s 
saying something, is “Celestial 
Bath,” the basis of Joan Chen’s 
controversial film, Xiu Xiu The 
Sent Down Girl. The story is an 
unrelenting depiction of rape after 
rape after rape, as one woman, 
sent to Tibet to learn peasant 
skills, tries to use her body to ob¬ 
tain a transfer back to the city. 

The title story turns on a trick 
of identity, one that will be obvi¬ 
ous to any Bay Area reader, but 
which, I suspect, would be shock¬ 
ing in a country where homosex¬ 


uality is absolutely forbidden. 
“The Death of the Lieutenant” 
tells of a family so burdened by 
poverty that the only hope for the 
male child is military service. His 
efforts to save his family in the 
glare of stunning institutional 
corruption is hopeless from the 
beginning, and his disastrous 
ending comes as no surprise. 

I’m trying to imagine an audi¬ 
ence for this book. I will say again 
that the writing is extraordinary, 
but I can’t recommend it because 
the horrors are so harsh, the experi¬ 
ence so abusive. Choosing to read 
White Snake is like volunteering to 
be battered. If you need to learn 
about modern China, look for non¬ 
fiction titles. The horrors might be 
identical, but at least they won’t be 
served up with such style. ▼

We use them now like 
forms of public transportation, rid¬ 
ing them to our destinations. In some 
ways, we’ve come to think that 
browsers are the only way to navigate 
the Web, that what we see through 
their windows is the true and com¬ 
plete Web territory. 

In fact, Web browsers such as 
Netscape and Internet Explorer re¬ 
veal only a partial Web topography, 
that which is most accessible to the 
rational rather than artistic mind. 

Yet the Web has other faces, acces¬ 
sible by alternative avenues. This is 
the revelation in store for those who 
visit the New Langton Arts gallery 
space South of Market, where win¬ 
ners of the Bay Area Award Show 
are currently on display. 

At first encounter, the grouping of 
computer terminals at one end of the 7 
gallery space seems off-putting, be¬ 
cause the terminals themselves aren’t 
particularly attractive as frames for 
digital art. And when one begins to 
investigate what they’re about, the 
prospect of understanding and ap¬ 
preciating their value in the realm of 
cyber-art becomes daunting, because 
they require absorbing a good deal of 
theoretical mumbo jumbo. To appre¬ 
ciate them as art involves sitting 
down at one terminal after another, 
gazing at screens with images that 
look fairly pedestrian, not particular¬ 
ly engaging in their esthetics. One 
screen depicts thin horizontal streaks 
of colors; another patches of green, 
yellow, and gray on a black back¬ 
ground; another a muddy-colored 
spiral; another some explanatory text 
next to a long list of numbers; and 
another some more explanatory text 
together with the mere random list¬ 
ing of an IP (Internet Protocol) ad¬ 
dress on an otherwise blank screen. 

Is all of this art? 

In fact, yes, of the most com¬ 
pelling kind, since what the 
artists/theorists of C5 accomplish in 
their exhibit, “ 1 : 1 ,” is to reorient our 
perceptions of the Web, to allow us to 
visualize it in ways previously ig¬ 
nored by all but the most hardened 
software engineers. 

As its creators explain, the 1:1 pro¬ 
ject employs a vast database “contain¬ 
ing the IP addresses to (potentially) 
all hosts on the World Wide Web.” 
Utilizing this, the C5 group has creat¬ 
ed five interfaces for delving into the 
Web, so that “one experiences a very 
different Web than when navigating it 
with the ‘road maps’ provided by 
search engines and portals,” which re¬ 
veal only a thin slice of Web terrain. 

These interfaces/visualizations of 
the Web are not simply maps of the 
Web, C5 assert, but are, in some 
sense, the Web itself. Indeed, “they 
are a new kind of image of the Web, 
and they are a new kind of image.”V
